CUTTING DOWN THE APPROPRIA- 
TION FOR PENSIONS. ~ he 


@ BILL REPORTED APPROPRIATING “$20,- 
000,000 LESS THAN THE ESTIMATE— 
REASONS FOR THE REDUCTION. 

‘Wasnineron, Jan. 8.—The Pension Ap- 
propriation bill, by which Congress is to pro- 
vide for the expenses of the Pension Bureau 
for the next fiscal year, has been reported from 
the committee, and it proposes an appropri- 
ation of only $81,575,000, which is, however, 
® sum nearly equal to one-third of the total 
ordinary expenditures of the Government in 

the fiscal year which ended on June 30, 1882. 

A little more than $61,000,000 was expended 

for pensions im that year, and Congress appro- 

priated for the expenses of the Pension Bureau 
in the current fiscal year $100,000,000. The 
estimates furnished for the next fiscal 
year were $101,575,000, and the commit- 
‘tee has sent in a bill appropriating 
$20,000,000 less than that sum, although the 

Commissioner stated last Summer in an official 

letter that he would probably need $150,000,000 

next year. It is understood that the commit- 


tee fixed the sum to be given at $81,575,000 in 
tonsequence of statements recently made by 
the Commissioner. A member of the commit- 
tee said to-day that the Commissioner ex- 


pected that at the end of the cur- 
rent fiscal year he would have $2,- 
000,000 left out of the appropriation 


of $100,000,000. The large additional force of 
clerks assigned to the bureau last Summer 
came in so late that nearly half of the fiscal 
year was gone before they had become effec- 
tive workmen. eer the entire ap- 
propriation would not be used. The. bill pro- 
vides that if any of the money remains at the 
end of this year it shall be carried over and 
e available for the expenses of next year. 
t was also said that no deficiency was ex- 
, and that it was not with a possible de- 
ciency in view that the appropriation had 
cut down. : 

The reduction will probably attract atten- 
tion in the House, and the bill may not pass 
this time without debate, as a similar bill did 
last session. The expenses of the Pension

THE THREATENED REMOVALS. 
& RUMOR THAT MESSRS. ROBERTSON AND 
PEARSON WILL BE DEPOSED TO-DAY. 
’ Wasnixeron, Jan. 8.—Two New-York 
members of the House of Representatives to- 
night said that they had been told by a person 
who is usually well informed that the Presi- 
fient had to-day determined to send in to-mor- 
tow the names of Mervale W. Cooper for Col- 
lector, in place of Judge Robertson, and George 
M. Van Nort for Postmaster, in place of Henry 
G. Pearson. Both of these members were at a 


loss to understand upon what grounds the Ad- 
ministration would be able to justify either of 
these removals, if they were to be made. One 
of them, who is not unfriendly to the Presi- 
dent, said: ‘I cannot believe, although 1 am 
constantly’ being assured that his removal 
is contemplated, that the President will dis- 
turb Collector Robertson. Unless the Demo- 
cratic Senators are unanimously indifferent 
to principle, it seems to me that the President 
would run the risk of a rebuke by attempting 
the removal of these two officers, who are con- 
fucting their business decently, quietiy, and 
in a manner satisfactory to the vernment 
and the people whom they immediately serve. 
The removal of Postmaster Pearson would, 
in my estimation, give rise to a scanda! in politi- 
cal affairs, the like of which has not yet been 
visited upon the present Administration. 
Why, it was only a day or two ago that a re- 
tort, made by three Inspectors last Summer, 
was laid upon our desks, in which I saw the 
remark that the management of .the New- 
York office was about as near perfection as 
could be under all the circumstances. In the 
face of such praise as that, and with that re- 
port to discuss, how are the Senators to ac- 
count for the votes cast to remove the approved 
Postmaster and put a mere politician in ?’

MORE MONEY FOR THE CENSUS. 

W-satncron, Jan. 8.—In a communica- 
tion stating that a further appropriation of 
$100,000 is needed for the completion of the 
work of the tenth census, the acting Superin- 
tendent says: 


“The Superintendent, under date of May 22, 
1882 submitted to wen an astimate in the enm of 












$245,000 for the completion of this work. That 
estimate was based in large part upon reports of 
Special agents in charge of certain branches 


of the general work as to the _ progress 
and ¢ondition of the subjects in their 
hands, whieh had not received the personal 


inspection and revision of the Superintendent. 
Subsequent experience has shown that underesti- 
mates were made by them of the time necessary to 
complete their labors. It may be remarked also 
that since the date of the Superintendent’s last es- 
timate the publication of the compendium in ad- 
vance of the quarto volumes was determined upon 
and the time consumed in preparing matter for 
that volume has exceeded by at least two months 
the calculation made therefor. All the text and 
tabular matter for the compendium will be in the 
hands of the Public Printer by Saturday of this 
week, (Jan. 6.) In rapid succession the quarto vol- 
umes will be pushed to publication, and it may be 
confidertly predicted that by the Ist of June, 1883, 
14of the 15 final yolumes of 1,000 pages each will 
have been issued, and the last volume will be ready 
for the Public Pr n-er.”

THE RIVER AND HARBOR JOB. 
MR. PAGE AND HIS COMMITTEE DETERMINED 
TO HAVE THE USUAL BILL. 
WasnincTon, Jan. 8.—Before the reply 
of the Secretary of War to the House resolu- 
tion about river and harbor appropriations 
was received, Mr. Page, Chairman of the 
Commerce Committee, declared that that com- 
mittee would prepare a river and harbor bill 
at this session. It is said that a majority 
of the committee, including Mr. Page, are now 
inclined to make a bill. There are portions 
of the Secretary’s reply which are said to be 
peculiarly annoying to Mr. Page. For ex- 
ample, the Secretary shows that the appro- 
priation for a harbor of refuge at Port Orford 
on the Pacific coast was $150,000, and that it 
will cost $8,000,000 to complete the existing 
project. The Secretary did not think it proper 
to direct the expenditure of the $150,000, be- 
cause, in view of the great cost of the whole 
work, no adequate result would follow the use 
of this small sum. Another example is in the 
case of the channels of the Sacramento and 
Feather Rivers in California, For the Sacra- 
mento $250,000 was appropriated. The money 
is to be used, as the Secretary has discovered, 
in preserving the channel and the adjoining 
lands from ruin, which is threatened by the 
down flow of 38,000,000 cubic vards of detritus 
each year, caused by hydraulic mining. The 
Secretary deals with this subject with mild 
sarcasm, and says that while he has allowed 
the use of some of the money in dredging the 
channel, he has not thought it right to 
allow the remainder to be used in erect- 
ing barriers to restrain. the _ gravel 
washed down by the miners. He also 
points to a decision of the Supreme Court of 
California which held that it was unconstitu- 
tional for the State to tax its citizens to pay 
for work similar to that which the United 
States is now expected to do there, be- 
cause the storage of such débris is a pri- 
vate enterprise. In his action he was 
wr he says, by remarks made in the de- 
te ‘‘ which seemed to receive the unqualified 
assent of the Chairman of the Committee on 
Commerce that it was not the intention to 
commit the Government to the policy of pro- 
viding reservoirs for the storage of detritus 
from future miming operations.” Included in 
the Secretary’s repiv is a list of 36 appropria- 
tions for as many rivers or harbors which *‘ at- 
tracted his attention” because of the differ- 
ence between the last appropriation and 
the estimated cost of the completed works. 
The appropriations made for these works in 
the last bill amounted to $1,383,000, and it 
will require more than $24,000,000 in addition 
to complete the projects. Among these works 
are those on Flushing Bay, Canarsie Bay, 
Sheepshead Bay, Sumperwanus Inlet, New- 
York, and Raritan River, New-Jersey.

ADVERTISING AN ORGAN. 
ASSISTANT POSTMASTER-GENERAL HATTON’S 
INGENIOUS LITTLE SCHEME. 
Wasuinecton, Jan. 8.—First Assistant 
Postmaster-General Frank Hatton, managing 
editor of the National Republican, is about to 
enlist the services of the Postmasters of the 
country as canvassers for the organ of the 
Administration, over which he has control, 
and has gone about his work in a characteris- 
tically bold manner. Every Republican mem- 
ber of the House to-day received a pack- 
age of letters, partly printed from a 
lithographic plate, and partly written, to- 
gether with a request from Mr. Hatton that 
the members addressed should sign their 
names to the inclosed letters and return them 
to him to be sent from the office of the Repub- 


lican or the Post Office Department, to the 
Postmasters to whom they were addressed. It 
is impossible to ascertain how many of these 
letters were sizned or how many of them will 
sent out. Some of them were not 
signed, but were returned to the Fenublican 
office just as they had been received. The 
headings of the letters may easily mislead the 
Postmasters who receive them by giving the 
impression that the idea of commending the 
Kepublican originated in the House, and was 
spontaneous and unsolicited instead of an in- 
vention of Mr. Hatton’s to be used by him in 
the manner to him appearing proper.

VANDALISM IN THE NATIONAL PARK. 
WANTON DESTRUCTION OF NATURAL WON- 
DERS—THE HOTEL MEN AT WORK. 
Wasurneton, Jan. 8.—It was reported a 
few days ago at the Interior Department that 
the annual report of the Superintendent of the 
Yellowstone Park would not be printed this 
year, there having been delay in submitting it, 
Since that time the report has been sent to the 
public printer. The new Superintendent, P. 
H. Conger, makes a much shorter report than 
his predecessor did. It covers only 10 printed 
pages. The recent negotiations of the Yellow- 
stone Park Hotel Company have directed pub- 
lic attention to the park. Some of the 
Superintendent’s statements are interesting. 
He says: *‘ have hardly the patience to discuss 
this subject [vandalism in the park] without 
passion. The most of the depredations com- 
mitted seem to me so entirely purposeless that 
I am unable to conceive the cause that impels 
men and women to wantonly destroy, purely 
for destruction’s sake, What are we to think 
of a man that will pack long poles, as heavy 
as he can carry, a great distance for the pur- 
pose of thrusting them into the cone and 
down the throat of these great geysers, when 
the only possible effect must be to ob- 
struct their flow and mar their beauty? 
This is done repeatedly, although I 
have neglected no opportunity to warn, ad- 
monisk, and entreat all tourists whom I have 
met in the park not on any account to do so. I 
have also, by published order, forbidden the 
collection of any specimens, and cattioned all 
persons having occasion to build a fire in the 
park to be certain to extinguish the same be- 
fore leaving camp. But notwithstanding all 
this tourists go into the park with iron rs 
and picks secreted in their wagons, with 
the express intent to disregard the law and 
defy the Superintendent. he cones cf the 
great geysers are already badly defaced 
and vast tracts of the beautiful forests that 
adorn this wonderland are laid waste by fire 
annually, through the wanton carelessness and 
neglect of visitors. Another source of great

SPEAKER CHAPIN’S COMMITTEES. 





MATTERS IN REGARD TO WHICH THERE IS 
PROFOUND IGNORANCE. 

ALBANY, Jan. 8.—Speaker Chapin re- 
turned to Albany this afternoon, and he has 
been engaged all the evening in completing 
his list of members of the various standing 
committees. He expects toannounce them to- 
morrow night. The appointments which 
fall to him and to Clerk Bunn (and 
which, by the way, by many Democrats 
who are crowding into the city are 
considered of more consequence than commit- 
tees or even party policy) are not likely to be 
announced fora day or two. Two swearing 
trains will therefore leave Albany this week, 
one bearing members disappointed over 
the committees, the other loaded down with 


office-seckers disgusted over their  ill- 
luck. Col. Murphy, of New-York, is confident 
that the Chairmanship of the Committee on 
Cities will come tohim. Mr. Tim Campbell, 
his colleague, hasn’t much confidence in any- 
tbody or anything. He endeavored to bolster 
up his faith in human _ nature by 
calling upon Mr. Daniel Manning this 
afternoon, and discussing committee affairs 
with him. Major Haggerty, who had Speaker 
Chapin’s ear all the way up from New-York, 
isan object of envy to Mr. Campbell and to 
the other statesmen aboard the train. They 
have unanimously agreed that he bhs secured 
the Chairmanship of the Insurance Commit- 
tee—a committee which he is _ believed 
to have counted on ever since he was re-elected. 
Mr. Chapin has no confidants, and the com- 

sition of his committees will not be known 
efore the announcement is made from the 
desk. 


The final touches were given to the 
old Assembly Chamber’ to-day, and 
everything is now in _ readiness to

For the Republican Commissioner- 
ship the name which is coming most prom- 
inently forward is that of Mr. Silas B, 
Dutcher, who is now calmly awaiting the 
appointment of his successor as Superintend- 
ent of Public Works. Mr. Dutcher’s manage- 
ment of the canals has been highly praised by 
those who are familiar with the history of 
canal management in this State.

HEAVY FAILURE NEAR LOCKPORT. 

Lockport, Jan. 8.—The city was thrown 
into wild excitement this morning by a rumor 
that Charies H. Schad, well known as Postmaster, 
storekeeper, miller, and agricultural implement 
dealer, of Wolcottsville, in this county, had failed 
and made a general assignment to E. C. Stebbins, 
a lawyer, of Lockport. Schad had always been 
considered very sound, but the rumor proved eor- 


rect, as the assignment and schedules of preferred 
creditors were found on file at the County Clerk's 
office, which was visited by at least 200 in- 
terestei business men during the day. E. 
©. Hart, attorney for Schad, said the liabilities 
of Schad would be between $80,000 and $100,000 
and the assets about $50,000. The schedule of pre- 
ferred creditors embr.ces four classes, the laborers 
being first; a full list embraces 54 different persons 
in amounts of from $15 to $27,000, the large sums 
being mostly no'es, The cause of Schad’s failure 
was very extensive business operations on bor- 
rowed capital, mostly notes, and some at high in- 
terest. He was enraged extensively in real estate 
transactions also. The failure of a firm recently in 
which he was in7zolved and the withdrawal of some 
indorsers precipitated the crisis yesterday. Schad 
has many friends, who offered him over $15,090 as 
# loan to continue business. This is the heaviest 
failure in this county for many years. A large 
number of firms whom Schad owed will not obtain 
anything.

INDIANS ATTACK A BRITISH SETTLEMENT 

Otrrawa, Ontario, Jan. §.—Great surprise is 
expressed here to-day in offielal circles at the re- 
port that the Indians of the Indian mission at Met- 
lakahtla, British Columbia, had, on account of 
some differences with Bishop Ridley, attacked the 
settlement, destroying several mission-houses. 


The Indian tribes of that locality had made a 
greater advance toward civilization than any of the 
numerous tribes on the Pacificcoast. They boast of 
aschool-house capable of seating 400 children, They 
have also erected a churoh, a saw mill,and a 
planing mill, and have commenced the manufac- 
ture of bricks. They own severa! stores, and man- 
ufacture window sashes, doors, and household 
furniture. They live in houses as a rule of the 
uniform size of 36 by 18, consisting of two stories, 
and, as described by the Superintendent of Indian 
Affairs, the settlement presents the appearance of 
an orderly English villege. Metlakahtla has a 
population of 1,200, and paid $5,000 last year into 
the Customs revenue. Had the uprising occurred 
on the Nass River Reserve so much surprise would 
not have been felt, as it was understood last year 
that considerable discord had been created in that 
locality through an injurious rivalry between the 
Anglican and Wesleyan missionaries. The full 
particulars of the attack have not yet been report- 
ed to the Department of Indian Affairs bere.

AN IMPENDING LABOR STRIKE. 
CINCINNATI, Jan, 8.—The stove foundries of 
Ciacinnati have been idje, or nearly so, since Dec. 
23. Themen did not expect that work would be 
stopped for more than afortnight during the holi- 
day season. They have now learned that work 


will be resumed again on condition that they will 
accept a reduction of 15 per cent. in their wages. 
The men are, as a rule, disposed to insist on re- 
ceiving the old wages. They say they have made 
good time during the year and have some 
money ahead, and are therefore in a con- 
dition to make the fight for the old scale 
if itis necessary. The manufacturers decline to 
make any statement for publication. They have 
been in conference very often lately. It is known 
that they are thoroughly convinced that too high 
wages have been paid to the molders, but they 
have been in doubt whether to attempt a reduction 
for fear of a strike. This is the dull season, but 
some of the factories have been unable to get 
stock abead, and a strike would hurt them. As 
near as can be learned a reduction has been prac- 
tically agreed upon, with every probability that it 

will be resisted by the men,

+ THE GOVERNOR PUT FORWARD?AT THE 


JACKSON DINNER IN BOSTON. 
‘ Boston, Jan. 8.—For years it bas been the 
custom of {the local Democratic magnates to cele- 
brate the anniversary of Jackson’s victory at New- 
Orleans by a dinner, with formal speoches by 
the leading members of the party. _ At 
these gatherings it has come to be the custom to 
formulate whatever new projects have been con- 
ceived in the minds of the managers, either for the 
advancement of party interests or the develop- 
ment of any new departures. To-day’s banquet 
at the Revere House partook largely of the nature 
of a Democratic jubilee, in view of the election 
of Gen. Butler to the Governorship, and 
the complete ascendency gained by the Democ- 


racy in the city Government of Boston. It was 
also made the occasion for squarely announcing 
the purpose of Butler's supporters to press his 
claims as Democratic candidate for the Presidency 
in 1884. Col. Jonas H. French, the Chairman of the 
Democratic State Committee, under whose auspices 
the dinner was given, sounded the keynote fer the 
other speakers in this respect, and ina very signifi- 
cant speech put the General on the track for the 
White House. 

The close relations so long existing between 
Butler and French render this utterance 
authoritative and in a special sense in- 
spired. He said: ‘Jackson never forgot that 
what he was he owed to the people, and 
Butler never will. During Jackson's Presidential 
candidacy he was overwhelmed with obloquy, 
vituperation, and abuse. You know how your 
candidate has been misrepresented and vili- 
fied. as has been no man of modern 
times. But the people of the country arose 
and vindicated Jackson by electing him to the 
hichest office in their gift, and the people of Massa- 
chusetts have just indorsed and vindicated But- 
ler in a manner, I trust, that will forever 
silence the voices of his inhuman detractors, 
Jackson's name had a power over the people 
such as no other man ever possessed; 
and why? Because they knew he was hon- 
est. fearless, bold, and aggressive; they ad- 
mired his courage, and even his audacity 
in doing what he thought to be right. The same 
power and the same qualities are possessed 
in as great a degree bv our guest, 
and tne people of Massachusetts have mani- 
fested their appreciation, and the people of 
the whole country may manifest the appreciation 
of them by yet more signal honors. Jackson has 
passed away. but his compatriot still lives; his op- 
portunity is at hand, his work for the people is 
upon him,”’ 

Ex-Gov. Sprague, of Rhode Island. in his 
speech indorsed this sentiment, saying that he be- 
lieved that the country is drifting toward a danger- 
ous abyss, and that Gen. Butler is the best man of 
ail to bring it inte a safe haven. 

Ex-Gov. Piaisted, of Maine, said that the people 
of Maine gloried in the eleetion of Gen. Butler 
es a New-Orleans victery in Massachusetts, and 
as the battle of New-Orleans made Jackson 
President, so this event might make Gov. Butler 
President of the United States, and enable him to 
speak not only to the whole people, but for the 
whole people. 

Butler himself spoke of Jackson, attacked with 
virulance, bitterness, injustice, and perscnal vitu- 
a as enunciating this docrine “ which,” said 
re, “im this day I aaopt for one; not 
that to the vietors belong the spoils, but 
that the Government belongs to its friends.” 
Speaking of the future, the Governor said 
that if they severed away from the people 
they were gone; they continued faithful 
to the people the governing power would 
continue to remain in their hands. In conclusion, 
alluding tothe charge that he was a leveler, he 
said he was a leveler of the most determined sort, 
but so long as God would permit, in. the short re- 
mainder of his life, it would be his effort to level 
up, and not to level down. 

Mayor Palmer said thata new era has begun with 
the success of Butlerin Massachusetts. It will be 
a new vindication of Democracy in State and na- 
tion, and 1884 will see it established in the Govern- 
ment of this country.

REASONS FOR THE REFUSAL TO CONSENT TO 
HIS INSTALLATION, 

CxrrcaGo, Jan. 8.—The refusal of the stand- 
ing committee of the Springfield (Ill.). Diocese to 
consent to the installation of the Rev. Dr. Hugh 
Miller Thompson,an Assistant Bishop of Mississippi, 
was commented on with much interest in Episco- 
palian circles to-day.

“TI would rather be excused from speaking 
on the subject.” The Rev. Dr. Morrison, 
President of the Standing ‘Committee of 
the Diocese of Illinois, was asked for information, 
and was at first exceedingly loth to talk upon the 


subject. He thought that the better way 
would be to “pass it over without pub- 
licity.” He declined to state tho nature 
of the discussion by his committee 


of the credentia's from Mississ!ppi, saying the wat- 
ter was confidential, and to make it public would 
be construed as an act of impertinenoe. The most 
he would say was that the proposition to table the 
credentials of Dr. Thompson was carried unani- 
mously by his committee. 

One of the best known Episcopalians in Chi- 
cago, a gentleman who has held and hon- 
ored many positions in connection with the 
Church, consented to give the reporter the 
reasons which mainly actuated the Stand- 
ing Committee of this diocese in declining 
to act In Dr. Thompson’s case. He said: “I will 
tell you why our standing committee took no 


The members do not consider Dr. Thomp- 
son to be a suitable man for the episcopate. He 
isa violent man. He is not well balanced. He is 


worderfully impressed with his own importance. 
He is conceited; he is unreliable; he 
coarse man. I am satisfied he is 
man for tee episcopate. He has power as a 
preacher. but he lacks a balance-whee!l. When he 
was Rector of St. James's Church here he was 
sent to Baitimore as a delegate to the General 
Convention. The fire scourged the city. Dr. 
Thompson returned, cailed his parishioners to- 
gether on the ashes, and told them they must not 
despair. He assured them that he would \work 
harder for them than he ever had before. 
He made the loudest kindof professions. 
He said he would stay with them, and would live 
on sait aud potatoes if such economy could con- 
tribute to the welfare of the parish.

And he wentto 
New-York under that condition of things. I men- 
tion that as a good illustration of the man’s unre- 
liable character. 

St. James's people succeeded in building another 
church after a time, and their Roctor was the Rey. 

When ser- 
vices were first he'd in the new church 
all the former Kectors were invited to 
be present. It was not thought Dr.

TREASURER POLK ESCAPES. 





RELEASED BECAUSE THERE WAS NO AUTHOR- 
1TY TO HOLD HIM—SAFE IN MEXICO. 
' NASHVILLE, Jan. 8.—The receipt of a@ tele- 
gram at an early hour this morning announcing 
the arrestof Mr. T. Polk, the defaulting Treasurer 
of Tennessee, at San Antonio, Texas, by a Pinker- 
ton deteetive, caused great excitement. Gov. 
Hawkins immediately telegraphed the detective, 
who made the arrest when Polk was boarding a 
train for Laredo, to bring or send Polk to Tennes- 
see. He also telegraphed to the. Governor of 
Texas informing him that Polk had been arrested, 
that he was a defaulter for a large amount, and 
requesting that all possible steps be taken 
to keep him in custody. Later in the day 
he telegraphed the detective to hold him 
until a requisition arrived. He also dispatcned 
the Chief of Police of San Antonio to hold Polk 


and keep a close watch over his baggage and the 
baggage of his party, as there is supposed to be a 
large amount of funds belonging to the State in his 
possession; To-night Gov. Hawkins received from 
Gov. Roberts, of Texas, a telegram stating that 
Polk could not be held unless some one would 
make a charge under oath agalast him. A few 
minutes leter he received a dispatch from Detective 
Price, of San Antonio, informing him that, as he 
had no authority to hold Polk, he had been com- 
pelied to release him ard let him proceed on his 
way to Mexico. It is supposed that by this time 
he is over .he Mexican border. Polk's friends are 
much elated by his gaining his freedom, and the 
eee committee are at a loss as to what 
to do. 

The Legislature seems auite anxious to bring 
about a reform in the management of the finances 
of the State. A bill introduced in the Senate to- 
day provides that the Government shall designate 
banks of depository whieh shall give a suf- 


ficient bond for the safe keeping of the 
money. The ‘Treasurer shall deposit funds 
within three days after coming into his 


bands, and when checked out the object for which 
it is drawn shall be stated upon the face of the 
check, and the check shall be countersigned by the 
Governor and Controller. The penalty for viola- 
tion of this law shall not be less than 21 years in the 
penitentiary. A second measure increases the bond 
of the Treasurer to $500,000; a third requires the 
Treasurer to make monthly report to an examin- 
ing board consisting of the Governor, Controller, 
and Secretary, which report shall be published in 
at least one newspaper. 

Representative Patterson, of the committee in- 
vesticating the Treasurer’s books, pleaded long 
and earnestly in the House to-day for the deferring 
of the election of a Treasurer longer than Jan. 12 
in order to give the cemmittee time to complete 
their work. Polk’s affairs . he said, were in a woe- 
fully complicated condition.and itwould take longer 
than that to finish them. The investigating commit- 
tee is still at work, and it is evident they are unray- 
eling a badly tangled web. One of the com- 
mitteemen_ stated that he did not think 
the alleged a of the banks would 
amount to anything; that although the checks 
bad not been countersigned by the Costroller 
the evidence showed they had been given in pay- 
ment of bona fide debts of the State. Occurring 
just at this time, when the expenses for the new 
— are to be met, the Treasurer's default falls 

eavily upon the tax-payers of the State. There is 
but little money in the hands of the revenue col- 
lectors, as all the available taxes for 1882 have been 
turned into the Treasury. Such as has not been 
paid is of a kind that has to be placed in the haads 
of an officer for collection, and much of it will 
never be collected. It is probablea special tax 
will have to be collected. 


New-OrRLEANS, Jan. 8.—A special to the 
Times-Democrat from San Antonio Says: ‘* The 
one-legged man arrested by Detective Price on 
suspicion of being Marshal T. Polk, the defaulting 
State Treasurer of Tennessee, was released last 
night. The accused claimed that his name was not 
Polk, but Tate. He was accompanied by a young 
man named A. Van Leer and a servaat. They regis- 
tered at a hotel, but neither of them wrote 
the name of the place they were from. Tate 
claimed to be a man of wealth on his way to 
Mexico to look after some miners. Both Tate and 
Van Leer refused to be interviewed, and the ser- 
vant was also non-committal. Tate also said that 
he bad not lowg since returned ‘from Europe. De- 
tective Price senc a number of telegrams to the 
State authorities of Tennessee, asking for a full 
description of Polk and for instructions, but re- 
ceive no reply, and was, consequently, 
compelled to release the prisoner. After 
he and his companions had leit, a telegram was re- 
ceived from the Governor of Tenneseee telling 
Price to hold his man and baggage, and that the 


necessary papers would be forwarded. De- 
tective Price is confident that he had the 
right man. He has him “shadowed,” 


and will know his whereabouts when he receives 
the necessary proof of identity. Capt. B. S. Jones, 
formerly of Nashville and now living in this city, 
saw the man who was arrested yesterday, and says 
he is sure the prisoner was Polk, the defaulting 
Treasurer.” 

The ficayune says Gov. Hawkins telegraphed to- 
night that a requisition and special officer are on 
the way to Texas.

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FIRE IN A TELEGRAPH BUILDING. 





NARROW ESCAPE OF THE OPERATORS—THE 
LO&S NOT LARGE. 

Detroit, Mich., Jan. 8.—Fire broke out this 
evening at the foot of the elevator in the tele- 
graph block, evidently insome rags kept there for 
use around the elevator. The fire communicated 
with sweepings, and almost instantly flames shot up 
the entire length of the elevator to the roof of the 
building. Inthe top story are situated the large 
operating room of the Western Union Telegraph 
Company and Superintendent's office, book-keep- 
er’s rooms, and battery rooms. The night ferce of 
operators had just got to work when the alarm was 
given, but so instantaneous was the progress of the 
flames that all egress by the stairways was cut off. 
The night chief operator, M. S. Corbett, at 
once rushed to the ladder leading to the 
seuttle on the roof and called upon others 
to follow him, but the scuttle was closed. Corbett 
had on a thin office coat, which took fire as he 


mounted the ladder, and before he could 
divest himself of it he was severely burned 
on hands, arms, and face. So tierce 


was the fire even at this early stage that egress by 
the roof was cut off. The operators then retired 
to their room, separated from the passage- 
way and other parts of the building by a 
brick wall. Ciosing doors tightly they patient- 
ly waited for deliverance to reach them 
as best ic could. The Fire Department responded 
with great promptness, and soon three steamers 
were at work pouring water into the upper 
stories, while the hook and ladder corps bent 
every energy to rescue the imprisoned operators 
some 20 in number, inctuding one girl. The opera- 
tions were greatly interfered with by the multi- 
plicity of wires crossing the streets in every 
direction. Finally a ladder was put up, and 
reached to the next story below the operating 
room. Men were exorted to drop from the win- 
dow and take chances of catching hold of the 
ladder, but fortunately they refused to do so. At 
this time flames were roaring beyond the partition 
wa!) and bursting threugh the roof, casting a jurid 
glare upon butidings three and four blocks awav. 
The firemen, with redoub’ed energy, set about 
getting up another larger fire-escape, and succeed- 
ed in doing so, reaching the top. story 
and safely delivering men from a _ posi- 
tion which was beeoming every moment 
more critical. As the operators came down the 
ladder thev were greetéd with wild cheers by the 
excited and surging crowd that thronged the 
streets below. Attention was now given to 


confining the flames within as narrow lim- 
its as possible. Additional steamers were 
summoned and floods poured into’ the 


upper stories, bnt so rapidly had the flames spread 
and so fierce did they burn that it took an hour's 
steady work before they were got under control. 
Fortunately the evening was perfectly calm and 
the fire was confined chiefiv to the u r stories, 
The lowergfloors, eccupied by the ;,People's Savings 
Bank and various business offices, were flooded 
with water, and the adjoining block was slightly 
damaged by fireand water. 1s is difficult to estimate 
the loss, but it is not heavy, perhaps $20,000. The 
building, which is insured, is owned by C. H. Buhl, 
who willat once restore it. The telegraph com- 
pany at once opened communication through 
railroad and other wires, and wil! speedily be in 
shiape again. As the poles are not disturbed new 
office connections alone will be required. 
A MURDERER TWICE ATTEMPTS SUICIDE. 
Trenton, N, J., Jan. 8.—George Pullen, who 
shot and killed James Dunn in this city on Nov. 
18 last, and who {s now awaiting trial in tbe 
Mercer County Jail, has just made two attempts to 
commit suicide, the first one on Saturday evening, 
between 6 and 7 o'clock, when he twisted a linen 
bandkerchief about his neck and had a!most suc- 
ceeded in strangling himself, when a noive at- 
tracted the attention of a prisoner named Wild- 
biood, who has been placed in the cell to watch 
him.

Aoout 3 o'clock 
this morning Samuel Sutton. a watehwan who is 
employed to watch Puilen, beard an exclamation 
as of pain in Pulien’s cell, and creeping steaithily { 
up to the door saw Pullen puil the covers over his 
arm. Onentering the cell Pullen pretended to be 
asleep. Mr. Sutton found that Pulien bad cut three 
gashes In his leftarm on the imside of the elbow 
with a piece of broken looking-glass. None of the 
outs, however, were deep enough to be dangerous. 
This is the third attempt Pullen has made to take 
his life. the first having been made on the night 
after the Coroner's jury brought in the verdict 
holding him to the cuilt of willful murder. 
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LITTLE TO BE SAVED OF THE CITY 
OF BRUSSELS OR HER CARGO. 
THE COOLNESS OF THE OFFICERS PREVENT- 
ING A GREAT DISASTER—THE 8UDDEN 
SINKING OF THE 8TEAMER EXPLAINED, 
Lonpon, Jan. 8.—The loss of the steam- 
ship City of Brussels is complete, and only por- 
tions of the masts appearing above the water 
mark where the disaster occurred. The rescued 
passengers and? crew reached Liverpool last 
evening, and most of the former are now quar: 
tered at the Railway Hotel. Many of them 
are suffering from the shock and also from ex- 
posure, as they had no time to save anything 
from the sinking steamer, and many were clad 
in the lightest of clothing. Do what te could 
the Captain of the Kirby Hall could give little 
assistance beyond shelter, and the passengers 
were almost in danger of starvation untila 
pilot-boat appeared with provisions. The 
rescuing steamer, on account of the low tide, 
was obliged to remain outside the bar until] 
after 7 o’clock last evening, when all were 


landed at Woodside and subsequently trans- 
ferred across the Mersey to Liverpool. 

To the coolness and presence of mind of 
Capt. Land and his officers, and the excellent 
discipline of the crew, is ascribed by the pas- 
sengers thesmali loss of life. As one of 
the seamen said to a correspondent, “ It 
was the coolest thing you ever saw in 
this world.” A passenger, Mr. Skinner, 
states that he observed only one in: 
stance of confusion, and that was when 
a cowardly pilot jumped, despite all orders, 
into the first boat launched. This so en 
the Captain that he called upon the crew to 
pull him out. All the proceedings were con- 
ducted so smoothly that not until five boats 
had been lowered did the passengers realize 
the extent of their peril. An instance of this 
is given by another passenger—Mr. Siegel. He 
was awakened by the crash and arose, but 
hearing nothing further he returned to his 
berth. He was soon aroused again by the cail 
to “‘ man the boats.” He was saved in the 
boat commanded by the purser, which con- 
tained 40 persons. But forthe thick fog it is 
believed all could have been saved, un- 
less, as believed by some persons, some 
of the crew who took refuge in 
the rigging were struck and rendered insensi- 
ble by parts of the ship’s tackle as she sank. 
One man was found dead clinging to the rig- 
ging. The fog was so dense that it was dan- 
gerous for the boats to move about ouickly. 
Capt. Land was one of the first pi up, 
although he, with Chief Engineer Todd, was 
the last to leave the rieging. When rescued, 
the Captain was in the act of passing a life 
buoy to a drowning comrade. A boy named 
Hamilton was rescued, balf drowned, clinging 
to the mizzen cross-trees. The two Italian 
steerage passengers who were drowned seem 
to have lost their presence of mind and jumped 
overboaru without waiting to see what could 
be done for their safety. The rersons lost in- 
clude Mr. Connor, the quartermaster, and Mr, 
Cochrane, the steward. 

The passengers have drawn up the following 
memorial; 

We, who have just been rescued from 4 
watery grave, wish to express our sincere 
gratitude, and admiration of the courage, 
promptitude, and coolness infdanger exempli- 
fied by the Captain, purser, and ether officers 
of the ill-fa vessel], which bas just gone 
down so near the termination of her voyage. 

The t where the collision occurred wag 
two and one-half miles north, half-east, from 
the North-west Light-ship. The suddenness 
with which the steamer sank will cause no sur- 
prise when the damage inflicted by the Kirby 
Hall is explained. ‘The purser of the City of 
Brussels says that the fog was so dense that 
the order to stop the engines was given haif an 
hour before the collision occurred; the Messrs.) 
Inman say the machinery bad been stationary 
41 minutes. Thesteamer, however, according 
to the Kirby Hall’s Captain, although the en- 
gines were not running, was moving on with 
the tide with such impetus that tbe crash 
could not be averted, although steam was 
on in the attempt to escape the danger. The 
Captain of the Kirby Hall also says that he 
reversed his engines as soon as he heard the 
whistles of the City of Brussels. He aiso 
states that his vessel was hardiy moving at the 
time of the collision with the City of Brussels, 
and was feeling her way te an anchorage. The 
whistle was blown continuously, and @ =? 
lookout was kept on board the Kirby 
By the collision the main compartment of 
the City of Brussels was cut in two and the : 
bulkhead was shifted, thus accounting for the a 
speedy sinking of the vessel. e 

Capt. Land states that after the City of 
Brussels had been stopped for 41 min- 
utes, steamers’ whisties were heard on 
the starboard and port sides He con- 
cluded that the steamers would pass 
in parallel lines. Suddenly a white licht 
appeared on the starboard bow, and a min- 
ute and a half afterward the vessel ran inte 
the City of Brusseis. He immediately ordered 
the boats to be lowered and a spare sail placed 
over the hole, but before the latter order 
could be carried out the carpenter reported 
that there was 14 feet of water in the 
fore hold, and the engineers stated that the 
fires would be out in about a minute, The 
passengers then took to boats, and the crew, 
without orders, filled other boats. When the 
ship sank as far as the bridge Capt. Land 
cailed out for every ene to save bimself and 
jumped into the water. He and others floated 
upon a spar until rescued. Capt. Land highly 
praises the way the officers and crew worked 
under the circumstances. Capt. Land himseif 
was 20 minutes in the water. All the papers 
belonging to the City of Brussels were lost. 

Officers of the Mersey Dock Board and of 
the Liverpool Salvage Association who bave 
visited the scene of the disaster say there is 
no hope of saving the bull. A portion of the 
cargo may be saved if the weather is favor- 
able. Divers are now at work removing the 
masts and funnel, which are obstructing navi- 
gation. The insurance on the cargo is report- 
ed to be from $75,000 to $100,000, in Boston 
marine companies, divided among the China, 
Boston, Boy!ston, India, and Manufacturers’ 
offices. 


At the office of the Inman Line in this City 
little information in regard to the loss of the City 
of Brussels could be obtained in addition to that 
published in yesterday morning's paper. Mr. Joha 
G. Dale, the agent of the line in this City, cabled te 
Liverpool early in the morning asking for particu: 
lars of the collision, and at3 P.M. the following 


dispatch was regeivedin answer to his inquiry: 
* brussels run into amidships by Kirby Halil while 
lying to off the barina dense fog, at 7 A. M. Sun- 
day. Shesank in halfan hour. The second of- 
ficer, carpenter, six of the crew, and two Italian 
passergers, all lost. The mails were all landed 
at Queenstown.” Most of the passengera on boara 
the City of Brussels were foreigners returning to 
their homes, very few Americans visiting Europe 
atthis season of tne year, so that there were 
few callers at the office of the line here to inquire 
after the safety of their friends, and none of the 
exciting scenes usually witnessed on the losa of an 
ocean steamer sailing from this port were enacted 
yesterday. The persons known to have been loss 
were Mr. Young, the second officer: Mr. Woods, 
the carpenter; Mr. Conner, the quartermaster; 
Saloon Steward Coreoran, Lamp-trimmer Quinn, 
Fireman Malcolm, and Able Seamen Smith and 
McLeod. The names of the two Italian passen- 
gers could not be ascertained at the office bere. 
Mr. Young, the second officer, was a mative of Liv- 
erpool, and about 26 years old. Mr. Woods, the 
exrpepter, was a Scotchman, about 30 years old, 
The cargo of the City ef Brussels is estimated atthe 
office here to be valued at about $350,000, and was 
made up of 783 bales of cotton, 146 bales of hops. 
4,027 boxes of bacon, 2,448 boxes of cheese, 55 cases 
of beef, 26 tierces of pork, 70 barrels of pork, 258 
barre!s of apples, 32 barrels of oysters, 173 bags of ‘ 
flour, 70 tubs of butter, 254 bags of clover-seed, & 
casks of sulted sealskins, 122 cases of toSacco, and 
about 100 misve!laneous packages. 

Postraaster Pearson sent a cable message to the 
postal authorities in Great Britain yesterday im- 
quiring whether the City of Brussels had delivered 
her mails before she met with the fata! disaster om 
Sunday. He received in reply a cabiegram stating 
that the mails for all parts of Great Britain 
been Gelivered at Queenstown, excepting, perba 
those intended for Liverpool, and the authoritieg 
were uncertain whether or not those mails were 
on board the vessel when she went down.

iN GREAT PERIL FROM FIRE. 
FLAMES DISCOVERED IN THE DONAU’S CARGO 
DURING A SEVERE sTORM. 

At midnight on Jan. 3, during a heavy 
storm, a fire broke ont in the hold of the steam- 
stip Donan, of the North German Liord, which ax 
rived bere yesterday. After a gallant struasie of 














































































































































































































































several hours the erew succeeded in extinguishing 
the flames and thereby assured the safety of all on 
board. Capt. Ringk, of the Donau, reports that 
be sailed from Bremen on Dec. 24 with 11 cabin 
and 845 steerage passengers, and cafied at South- 
ampton on Dec. 26. After leaving the latter port 
severe weather was encountered. During the 


evening of Jan. 3 it was storming heavily. The 
wind was blowing with great violerce from 
westward, while bege seas swept against 
tee bows, causing e ship to roll badly. 
A short time befere midnight a member 
of the crew observed smoke proceeding 
from the between-decks amidships. He instantly 
gare the alarm, and Capt. Ringk ordered ail hands 
to be callie. up. The hatches of the compartment 
In which the fire had broken out were taken off, 
Smoke poured up in volumes, but no flames could 
bereen. Hose was adjusted to the fire-pumps. and 
the work of fighting the fire was begun. The smoke 
continued to pour up frem among the c ‘ 
which consisted of cases of manufactured goeds., 
The Captain ordered his men to remove 
a number of the cases in order to get at the flames. 
The heavy rolling and tossing of the vesso! ren- 


ork very difficult and dangerous. 
cone ay were in readiness to be wered ata 


ent’s notice, but the sea was a fearful one at 
the sime. and no life-boat could have ventured in 
tt without great peril. While the heavy cases were 
being removed engers began to make their ap- 
pearance on eck. The unusual noise had aroused 
them, and many were in a state of great alarm. 
Capt. Ringk coolly informed them that there was no 
danger, as the fire was one that could be easily ex- 
tinguished. This assurance quieted their feare and 
tbey returned to their berths, although smoke was 
still pouring up through the hatch. A large num- 
ber of cases to be removed before the 
crew could get at the fire properly. 
The close smothering atmosphere of the 
bold, which was filled with smoke, made the work 
still more trying. The cases of goods which bad 
been removed were with great difficulty kept from 
falling on the men and crushing them when the 
ship gave a heavy lurch. The fire hose was at 
length placed within easy reach of the 
fames, which were finally extinguished 
8 o'clock on the morning of Jan. ' 
The hold was set to rights during 
the day, bat that compartment was carefully 
watehed during the remainder of the voyage. The 
iron deck above Was somewhat warped and the 
wooden deck was charred in some places, but the 
damage to the Donau herself was slight. The 
damage by fire and water to the cargo will proba- 
bly amount to several thousand dollars, It will re- 
quire a very thorough examination to decide the 
exact amount. 

An insurance underwriter made an examination 
of the hold yesterday, after the Donau had beep 
doeked. Ge stated that the fire undoubtedly or- 
iginated from spontaneous combustion, but he 
could not say whether it was among the woolen, 
cotton, er silk goods which were found in a par 
tially burned cendition. The passengers of the 
Donau that Capt. Ringk and his men acted with 
rreat eounaen. and that it was owing to this that 
they felt so little alarm during the hours of peril 
which they passed through.

ABANDONED AND BURNED. 
_A SCHOONER’S CREW SAVED FROM THEIR 
SINKING VESSEL. 

The schooner Anna R. Bishop, Capt. Rulon, 
Which arrived from Para yesterday, brought the 
crew of the schooner William A. Levering, which 
was abandoned off Hatteras in a sinking condition 
on Jan. 1. Capt. Smith, of the Levering, states 
that he was bound from this port for Fer- 
nandina with a cargo of store. On Dec. 30, when 
wear Hatteras, a violent gale was encountered. 
atthough sail was shortened, the vessel labored 
violently and finally sprung a Jeak. Tho crew 


mannea@ the pumps, but the depth of water in the 
howd gradually increased. It was intensely cold, 
and heavy seas frequently dashed over the men 
while they stood at the pumps. They re- 
mained at their posts all day on the 8ist 
and during the following night. On the 
morning of Jan. 1 soundings showed that there 
were four and a half feet of water in the hold. The 
stone cargo threatened to take the vessel to the 
bottom at any moment. Capt. Smith and his six 
men were almost completely exhausted by hard 
work and exposure. During the day the Bishop 
hove in sight and sicnals of distress were hoisted. 
The other schooner approached and the Levering 
was abandoned, ber crew first setting fire to her. 
The men saved little beyond the clothes which 
they had on at the time. and the ship’s papers and 
instruments. They were well treated en board the 
Bishop, and soon begun to recover from the effects 
of their exposure. The lost schooner was burning 
with ber decks close to the water's eage when she 
was last seen. Capt. Smith does not think that she 
remained above water long after she was aban- 
doned. She.was built at Chester, Penn., in 1872, 
ana measured 32523 tons. Her pa owner was 
G. W. Smith, of Philadelphia. She was worth 
ebout $10,000.

LOSSES BY FIRE.

reney. 

The large barn of J. M. F. Shiffert at Ma- 
pungie, Penn., was destroyed on Sunday night 
with all the contents except the live stock by an 
incendiary fire. Mr. Shiffert caught the ineendi- 
ary, but after a struggle the scoundrel broke 
away and escaped. The loss is estimated at $5,000. 
The incendiary is supposed to have been a tramp 
whom Mr. Shiffert recently had arrested and who 
threatened vengeance. 

The large kindling-wood factory of Shap- 
leigh, Crouse & Co., at Williamsport, Penn., was 
partially destroyed by fire yesterday, with some 
valuable machinery. An adjoining kiln, belongin 
to W. A. Allen, of Jersey City. was also persed. 
The loss on the factory is covered by an insurance 
of $9,000. Allen’s loss is $4,000, on which there is 
an insurance of $2,000. 


The house and barn of Henry C. Howard, at 
Easton, Me., were burned on Sunday. The in- 
mates of the house jumped from the windows 
te escape from the flames. Edwin J. Howard, who 
supposed that his sister was in the house, rushed 
back and was fatally burned. The fire ited 
from ashes in a wooden box. The loss is $1,200; 
no insurance.

THE PRESIDENTIAL SUCCESSION 
BILL DISCUSSED. 
OBJECTIONS RAISED TO THE PLAN OF GIv- 
ING THE OFFICE TO CABINET MEMBERS 
—THE NECESSITY FOR PROMPT ACTION. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 8.—1n the Senate to-day, 
the Presidential Succession bill came up as the 
unfinished business. Mr. Beck said he would not 
occupy any time upon this bill but for the fact 
that since he spoke upon the subject, in 1581, his 
views had somewhat changed. Then he was in- 
clined to think the Chief-Justice of the Supreme 
Court the fittest successor to the powers of the 
Presidency in the contingency contemplated; but 
now he preferred the scheme presented in the 
pending bill, devolving those powers first upon the 
Secretary of State, and so on down through the 
Cabinet. There wero serious objections to taking 
the successor to the President’s powers from the 
judiciat branch of the Government and also to 
taking him from the Presidency of the Senate. The 
President pro tem. of the Senate might 
be a foreign born citizen, and there might 
arise other constitutional difficulties from his 
succession. Would it be proper for him, acting as 
President, to send nominations to the Senate and 
then to vote asa Senator for their confirmation? 
If he could not vote as a Senator, could the State 
in part represented by him be deprived of its con- 
stitutional right of representation in the Senate? 
These and other difficulties were avoided by 
this bill. The objections that would apply to 
the succession of the Chief-Justico or of 


the President pro tem. of the Senate would not 
apply to that of the Secretary of State—or at least 
it would be in the power of the Senate in voting 
upen his confirmatien to see that they should not. 
This might proveembarrassing to him (Mr. Beok) 
or other foreign-born Senators or eitizens who 
might at some time aspire to be Secretary of State, 
but this was too smyll a consideration to be noticed 
in dealing with this great question. 

Mr, Dawes approved heartily of the bill, except 
one feature—the provision that the Acting Presi- 
dency should continue to the end of the recular 
term. He approved the general scheme of the 
bill because he thonght the people of the United 
States could not keep too clearly defined the 
lines of distinction between the execu- 
tive, the legislative, and the judicial branches 
of the Government. The taw of 1792 making 
the President of the Senate and the Speaker of the 
House successors to the acting Presidency was 
a departure from that fundamental principle, and 
such a law. if passed by a Massachusetts Legisala- 
lature, would, he believed, be declared unconstitu- 
tional, because the Constitution of that State, 
adopted before the Constitution of the United 
States, expressly prohibited such a succession to 
the chief executive office of the State. 

Mr. Buiaiz said he would vote to recommit the 
bill, because he thought it failed entirely to meet 
the practical requirements of the case. The 
anxiety of the public mind on this question during 
President Garfield’s illness arose not from a want 
of a successor to the oilice, for the Vice- 
President was alive and well, but from 
the want ot a tribunal authorized to de- 
termine whether the contingency had arisen which 
would justify the transfer of the powers and du- 
ties of the office from one man to another, and 
the want of such a tribunal was still the greatest 
source of danger connécted with the Presidential 
succession. The question whether such a contin- 
gency had arisen would always be a question of 
fact and would always have to be determined in 
an emergency, and, therefore, it was most 
important that it sbould be carefully provided for 
in advance. To this end he bad offered his amend- 
ment providing that the Cabinet officer designated 
in the bill to act as President should at once assem- 
ble both houses of Congress by proclamation, and 
should be Acting President only until Congress 
should otherwise provide by law or until a Presi- 
dent should be elected, and that in case the Acting 
President failed to issue such proclamation Con- 
gress should assemble without it and provide for 
the discharge of the executive duties until an 
election could be held. 

Mr. Ineatis thought the bill defective both in its 
provisions and its commissions, Did any Senator 
deubt that from the 2d day of July until the 19th 
of September, 1881, President Gartied was, in the 
language of the Constitution, “unable to discharze 
the powers and duties” of the Presidential office? 
he secrets of that chamber of agony and death 
would never be disclosed. The illustrious 
patient was sequestered and immured in 
a seclusion almost as vveiceless. as the 
grave, but no one who was tamillar with 
such facts as were permitted to escane, doubted 
that the President was during that period as unable 
to discharge the duties of bis office as he was after 
be was laid in his grave. The inabllity contem- 
plated by the Constitution did, in fact, exist, and 
therefore, by the Constitution, the powers and 
duties of the office devolved upon the Vice- 
President trom that 2d day of July. 
Why, then, did he mot exercise them? 
The real reason was that there was no tribunal 
authorized to ascertain and declare the fact of the 
inability. That question could not be left to the 
Vice-President, and he could not assume to deter- 
mine it, for evident reasons. So, for 80 days, there 
was a suspension of the executive powers of this 
Government as absolute as if President Garfield 
bad died on that 2d of July and his death bad been 
concealed until the 19th of September. The pend- 
ing bill was fatally defective in not providing some 
method for ascertaining the fact of Presidential 
inability. 

Mr. Hoar said the reason the bill contained no 
provision for ascertaining the fact of “ inability” 
was that there was not time enough to get an 
agreement upon that question; so the committee 
had thought it better to leave it to be dealt with in 
a separate bill. 

Mr. Epmunps spoke in favor of his motion to re- 
commit the bill. He thought himself safe in say- 
ing that no one of the 48 States of this Union had 
provided in its Constitution that in case ef the re- 
moval or inability of its Governor and Lieutentant- 
Governor the Secretary of State or any analagous 
officer should assume the executive power.

The eee between this bill and the plan pro- 
posed in his motion to recemmit was really tho 
question whether in a great emergency the powers 
and duties of the Presidency shonld be intrusted 
to an officer or officers elected by the people, or to 
a sort of quasi hereditary succession among six or 
seven gentiemen appointed to perform the fuuc- 
tions of heads of depar:ments. The bill might be 
amended and improved, but in its present shape it 
was open to many objections, and if it should be- 
come alaw would open mere difficulties and in- 
vite more contests in an emergency than would 
resuit from letting the question stand as it was 
without additonal legislation. 
¢tMr. Hoag, inreply to Mr. Edmunds, spoke of the 
urgent necessity for action upon this question, and 
said that the motion to recommit the bill at this 
late day, with instructions to irame an en- 
tirely different scheme, was equivalent to 
attacking the bill by trifling and indirec- 
tion, though be did not attribute any such 
intention to the Senator from Vermont. As to 
the Government of this country from 1776 to 1879 
by a Congress, the Senator seemed to forget that 
that Congress dealt almost wholly without rela- 
tions to foreign Governments, and exercised no 
domestic functions of government, with perhaps 
two exceptions—the contraction of some debts, 
which it never paid, and issuing of some paper 
mosey which it never redeemed.

THE SHIPPING BILL. 
DEBATING THE MEASURE IN THE EHOUSE— 
CHARGES AGAINST A CLERK. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 8.—In the House, Mr. 
Muncy, of Maine, as a question of privilege, 
offered a resolution for the appo:ntment of a spe- 
cial committee of five members to investigate the 
charge made on the floor that John Bailey, Chief 
Clerk of the House, was acting in the interest of 
the Washington Gas-licht Company and influenc- 
ing Congressional action. 

Mr. Robeson suggested that no person had 
charged John Bailey by name with corruptly in- 
fluencing the acticn of Congress. 

Mr. Kuiorz, of Pennsylvania, said that ho had 
made the remarks upon which the resolution was 
based, and that he had in theee remarks referred 
to John Bailey. John Bailey had been kept here 


since 1855 through the influence of tke gas com- 
say. end both parties had been unable to turn 
in out.

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AGAINST TELEGRAPH MONOPOLY. 
A NEW POSTAL TELEGRAPH BILL—THE MD- 
TUAL UNION’S APPEAL FOR JUSTICE. 
WasHINGTON, Jan. 8.—A bill was intro- 
duced in the House to-day by Mr. Anderson, of 
Kansas, to create the postal telegraph ef the 
United States. It provides that the Government 
shall issue bonds to the amount of $3,000,000, re- 
deemable in 20 years, and payable in 30 years, and 
that at the expiration of 10 years there 
shall be set aside from the earnings of 
the telegraph $300,000 per year to form a 
sinking fund for the payment of the bonds, The 
bill provides that there shali bea uniform rate of 
25 cents per message of 10 words or less and 25 
cents for every additional 10 woraa.it contemplates 
that there shail be a telegraph postal office at 
every Post Office where there is a carrier system, 
and that there may be one at any office where the 
Postmaster can give a eufiicient bond to cover 
any amount which the office may fall short of 
meeting the expenses incurred on account of 
the telegraph. The telegraph lhne contemplat- 
ed in the Dill is to run from Portland, Me., 


to Topeka, Kan., with branehes to all _princi- 
pal cities between the Jongitudes of those 
points. The provision allowing smaller Post 
Offices to have the telegraph postal service 
on the condition that what each office lacks of 
paying expenses shall be secured by a2 bond given 
hy the Postmaster, applies only to offiees near the 
lines provided for. The control of the postal tele 
graph lineis to be under an officer of the Post 
Office Department, to be known as the Supervisor 
of the Postal Telegraph. 

The sub-committee of the House Judiciary 
Committee having in charge the bill “For the 
regulation of telegraph and cable companies” this 
morning heard Mr. Peck, Secretary of the Mutual 
Union Telegraph Company, in explanation of 
the hardship to which his company is sub- 
jected by reason of the refusal by 
the Western Union Telegraph Company to 
receive dispatches on the same _ conditiens 
as they receive thom from private citizens. Mr. 
Peck cited instances eccurring at the Chicago 
offices of .the company in which dispatches left for 
points not reached by the Mutual Union had to be 
returned to the sender and by him carried to the 
Western Union office. The committee decided to 
give the Western Union and other telegraph cem- 
panics an opportunity to be heard at an early day. 
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A PROSPEROUS POSTAL SERVICE. 

A LARGE AND CONSTANTLY INCREASING BUS- 
INKSS THROUGHOUT THE COUNTRY. 

WasuIncton, Jan. 8.—Third Assistant Post- 
master-General Hazen has received special returns 
from 89 of the 188 letter carrier Post Offices. These 
89 offices, comprising the principal Post Offices and 
collecting about 88 per cent of the total postal rev- 
enue, show an increase in business of 10.4 per cent. 
in the six months ended Dec. 31, 1882, over the cor- 
responding period of 1881, The increase at New- 
York was a little less than 6.3 per cent., and exclud- 
ing this office the remaining 88 offices show an in- 
crease of alittle more than 12 per cent. 


The Sixth Auditor bas nearly completed the ad- 
justment of accounts of all Post Offices for the 
quarter ended Sept, 30, 1882, and the returns indi- 
eate an incroase of 11 per cent. over the corre- 
sponding quarter of the preceding year. ‘The indi- 
cations are that the six months up to Deo, 31 will 
show an inorease in reeeipts of between 1i and 
12 per cent. over the last six months of 
1881. Should this rate of increase be maintained 
throughout this and the next fiseal year, it is 
estimated that the receipts for the next fiscal year 
will exceed by more than $1,000,000 the amount 
stated in the estimate submitted to Congress. 
That estimate as well as the caleujations 
of less upon a two-cent letter rate were 
based upon a probable annual increase in 
the revenue of 10 per cent. So it appears thet there 
would be a loss of revenue resulting from the adop- 
tion of the 2-cent postase rate of $2,000,000 instead 
of $3,000,000, as at first estimated. No allowance 
is made in this calculation for the farther increase 
in business that may result from cheaper postage. 
That is an unknown factor, and may so increase 
the revenues that there will actually be no loss. 

In the list showing the percentage of increase for 
the six months ended Dec. 31, 1882, Rochester, N. 
Y., takes first rank, with an inerease of 40 per 
cent. Other cities show the following percent- 
ages of increase: Chicago, 15.1; Brooklyn, 
19.5; Washington, 18.1; uffalo, 21.4; Bridge- 
port, Conn., 33; Council Piuffs, 27; Jackson, 
Mich., 21; Macon, Ga., 20; Minneapolis, 23; 
Nashville, 19.5; Lincoln, Neb., 17; Lancaster, 
Penn., 13; Omaha, 21; St. Paul, 29; Trenton, N. J., 
17; Indianapolis, 16; Detroit, 13.6; St. Louis, 9.5; 
Syracuse, 16.3; Albany, 15.8; Boston, 9.26; East 

aginaw, Mich., 18.7; Baltimore, 8&8; Holyoke, 

ass., 13.6. There is a decrease in receipts shown 
by eight offices, the greatest being Leadville, Col., 
where the falling off was $4,682, or a little over 20 
per cent. 


STATEMENT BY SENATOR KELLOGG.

also influenced the jury to disbelieve him. I never 
said what he puts into my mouth in his letter 
that I never had any checks from him, for I had 
some financial dealings with him, but 
noue save what is sbown by checks, which 
he took advantage of, and endeavored 
to oonnect me by his assertions with 
Brady, when, as a watter of fact, I never had any 
courection whatever with Brady regarding 
this mail contract, and this Walsh knows 
very well. Whenever necessary I can ex- 
plain to the satisfaction of any reasonable 
man my _ -relations with Walsh. Walsh 
was introduced to mine six or seven years ago by 
Gov. Packard, and when he came to Washington, 
not knowing his real character, I had some deal- 
ings with him, but not such as he would make it 
appear and nothing of an improper nature. 


DICKSON HELD FOR TRIAL. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 8.—Judge Snell to-day 
rendered his decision in the Dickson case. He 
held Dickson to answer before the Grand Jury for 
embracery in violation of section 5,404, Revised 
ge in regard to juries.

A bill to regulate the coinage of silver, in-

Under date of July 18, 1882, the Attorney- 
General rendered an opinion to the Secretary of 


the Treasu on the question whether Chinese 
laborers desiring to return to their native land 
from other foreign lands may be lawfully trans- 
ported across the territory of the United States. 
The Attorney-General stated that, after duly con- 
sidering the question, he had come to the conclau- 
sion that they cannot be so transported without 
violation of the aet of Congress, unless the persons 
mentioned were in the United States on Nov. 17, 
1880, or came bere within 90 days next after the 
passage of the aet. The Treasury Department is 
now guided by this ruling. No official information 
has been received at that department of the At- 
torney-General’s recent opinion to the Secretary 
of State on the Chinese question, which is exactly 
the reverse of his opinion to the Secretaty of the 
Treasury.

SNOW-BALLING iN SAN FRANCISCO. 
From the San Francisco Alta, Jan. 1. 

A great snow-storm in this city was, of 
course, the cause of innumerabie incidents of a 
ludicrous nature, It is estimated that 100,000 per- 
sons threw snow during the day. In some of the 
livelier quartersjofitown house-holders packed snow 
inside, and from the windows resisted the assaults 
of besiegers in the streets. The snow was hailed 
with delight by everybody, especially by the small 


boys, and with terror by the Chinese. John’s ap- 
pearance anywhere invited a fusillade of snowballs. 
He generally “ fired’’ back, but ,with ridiculous re- 
sults, not having the skill of the American in mold- 
ing the merry missile, or in projecting it. But 
John was not alone in being the target for snow- 
ballers. Everybody was considered legitimate 
game, and almost everybody engaged in the 
sport. Absolute strangers meeting would “ fire” 
at each other, and have itout for two or three 
minutes with evident relish. The order of the day 
was: “ When you see a head, or anything, hit it!" 
The scenes were liyely and Indicrous. The gray- 
headed pioneer, who had net seen a snow-storm 
for years, actually cried with delight. He “shied” 
snowballs at other pioneers. The general street 
scenes reminded old-timers of the demonstration 
of the populace on the arrival in this city of the 
first overland stage on the southern route, when 
people went mad, and threw their hats first in air, 
and next under the wheelsof the stage-coach. 
Nobody escaped. Umbrellas proved ineffectual 
barricades against the flight of missiles from sev- 
eral quarters at once. The sport on the street 
was frequently ill-mannered, but not generally 
ill-natured. The Police did not escape. It is re- 
ported that one policeman south of Market-street 
had to “move on” three blocks to escape.

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GENERAL RAILWAY TOPICS 


ANNUAL MEETINGS AND ELEC. 
ZIONS OF VARIOUS ROADS. 
PRESIDENT GOWEN TO THE READING STOCK- 
HOLDERS—END OF THE RECEIVERSHIP | 

EXPECTED--OTRER MEETINGS. 


PHILADELPHIA, Jan, 8.—The stockholders of 
the Reading Railroad Company are in an exceed- 
ingly pleased frame of rind to-night over the pros- 
pect of an early termination of the Recelvership 
and the unexpectedly good showing made in the 
reports of the President and Receivers of the com- 
pany atthe meeting to-day. Probably the thing 
that caused the most pleasant surprise is the state- 
ment regarding the payments made on the de- 
ferred income bonds, No official statement was 
ever made before as to how much money had been | 
received from that source, and because no such 
statement had been made the enemies of the man- 
agement took it upon themselves to say that nota 
dollar had been received, and they reiterated this 
80 much that they not only made themselves be- 
lieve it, but actually convinced many of the well- 
wishers of the company that the scheme had failed. 
The official announcement that over $7,600,000 had 
been received for these bonds, or within $2,400,000 
of the entire amount of the subscription, was a 
great surprise, and a gentleman who a year 


ago said that if Mr. Gowen, the President 
of a bankrupt company. could put through the 
deferred income bond scheme, he would show | 
himself the greatest financier this country ever 
produeed, to-night said that getting $7,600,000 on 
the bonds was the greatest achievement of mod- 
ern financiering. This money has never to be re- 
paid, and it bears no interest untjl after the stock 
pays 6 per cent. dividends. The official announce- 
ment that fully half the floating debt had been 
paid off was also a surprise, and the confirmation 
of the report published last week, that $500,000 of 
general mortgage bonds had been sold for cash at 
par, was considered great good news. Altogether, 
the holders of Reading securitios are decidedly 
jolly this evening, and a rise of $10 ashare in the 
stock within 30 days is freely and enthusiastically 
predicted. Judge MeKennan, of the United States 
Circuit Court, will return to the city next 
Monday, and an application will probably 
be made to him early in the week for a 
dissolution of the Reading Railroad Recetvership. 
The Peeseetinns at the annual meeting of the 
stockholders of the company were as follows: E. 
8. Whelen was called to preside, and Alhert Fos- 
ter, Secretary of the company. read the proceed- 
ings of last year’s meeting. President Gowen then 
read his annual report, which was briefer than 
usual. Itstates that the sum of $7,605,491 30 has 
been paid in cash on the deferred income bonds, 
of which $6,643,505 was paid in England and 
the remainder in America. The plan of 
financial reorganization as already made public 
was discussed at length. The Receivers during 
the three years of their control have expended 

5,448,179 16 in newfequipment and other expenses. 

n order to terminate the Receivership an attempt 
has been made to negotiate $13,000,000 of the 5 per 
cent. consols, only $730,000 of which have been 
sold. Atthe conclusion of the reading of the re- 
port Mr. Gowen read the Receivers’ repert, and 
resolutions were adopted approving the reports 
and referring them to the incoming Board of Man- 
agers for consideration. 

A resoiution was adopted approving and ratify- 
ing the various actions, contracts, agreements, and 
engagements entered into by the Board of Man- 
agers referred to in the report. It was also re- 
solved .‘* that the report of Frank S. Bond, Pres!- 
dent, and Seoene F. Tyler, Samuel R. Shipley, Joha 
8. Newbold, Edward T. Steel, Charies Parrish, and 
John Lowber Welsn, managers for the year ending 
Nov. 30, 1881, submitted at the last annual meeting 
ofthe company and then referred to tne incoming 
board for further action, be and the same is here- 
by rejected by the shareholders, 

The old board, headed by Franklin B. Gowen as 
President, was re-elected. There was no opposi- 
tion. Samuel Barton was present as Mr. Vander- 
bilt’s agent, and voted 75,000 shares for Gowen,

MR. GOWEN TO RESIGN. 
AN EARLY WITHDRAWAL ANTICIPATED—A 


VANDERBILT MAN TO REPLACE HIM. 

PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 8.—The Press to-mor- 
row will publish the following: “It has been 
learned from an entirely authentic source that 
Franklin B. Gowen will shortly resign the Presi- 
dency of the Philadelphia and Reading Railroad 
Company and the Philadelphia and Reading Coal 
and Iron Company. When Mr. Gowen was making 
his canvass for re-election during the contest with 
Major Bond he told the stockholders of the com- 
pany that, if elected, he would take the roaa 
out of the hands of the Receiver in one year and 
then resign. Mr. Gowen has matters in shape 


so that he can take the road out of 
the hands of the court, and he will retire from the 
Presidency as soon as this is accomplished and re- 
turn to the practice of the law. Mr. Gowen’s re-' 
tirement has been no secret among his intimate 
friends for several months. They have long known 
that the cares of his position were heavier than he 
cared to bear, and his love of his old profession, 
the law, made him anxious to return toit. For 
two weeks the subject of a successor to Mr. Gowen 
has been secretly talked about, both in this city 
and New-York. 

** Several gentlemen have been suggested, but the 
man has not yet been settled on by Mr. Vanderbilt, 
who will name the new President of the road. 
Robert H. Sayre. late of the Lehich Valley Rail- 
road, who is now President of Mr. Vanderbilt's 
new road from Harrisburg to Pittsburg and Wheel- 
ing, has been mentioned, with several others. It 
may be possible that a New-York man will acquire 
the necessary residence in this State to become the 
head of the corporation. In any event, the next 
President will be the representative of Mr. Vander- 
bilt, who will hereafter fully control Reading and 
its affairs. The resiguation of Mr. Gowen 
means that Mr. Vanderbilt has come into the Read- 
ing to stay permanently. Last year when it was 
said that the New-York railway king had purchased 
25,000 shares, and would support Mr. Gowen, it was 
supposed it was more an act of friendship than 
anything else, but intimate friends of Mr. Vander- 
bilt knew better than this. They were aware that 
Gen. George Magee, who has long been interested 
in mines and railroads iu the northern part of the 
State, had, at Mr. Vanderbilt's request, made an 
examination into Reading’s affairs,and that the 
latter's purchases were made after more than a 
year’s investigation. 

** Mr. Vanderbilt agreed for the Pine Creek char- 
ter to elect Mr. Gowen last year and this, and it 
was arranged that the latter should then go to the 
practice of law again. More recent developments 
since—the purehase of a large area of bituminous 
coal lands in Clearfield, the projection of a railroad 
into that wilderness, the building of a parailel line 
with the Pennsylvania to Pittsburg from Harris- 
bure, and the present attempt to capture the Pitts- 
burg and Lake Erie from the millionaire, Economist 
President Henrici, and the great corporation-iighter, 
Dr. Hostetter—all indicate that Mr. Vanderbilt 
intended to attempt to share with the Pemnsylva- 
nia Railread the profits of the ee coal-carry- 
jug, and general trade of the State. His projected 
lines will cross the State from the north to the 
south aud from the east to the west, and they will 
tap the anthracite of the east and the bituminons 
fields of the central. western, and south-western 
sections. When his roads are completed the Penn- 
sylvania Road will have a rival for the local trade 
of the State for the first time in its eeene 

“Last December in giving orders for Spring blanks 
Mr. Gowen directed that the names of the Receiv- 
ers should be put only on those which were needed 
during the month of January. His friends now ex- 

vect there will be no opposition to the proceedings 
a court, and that the road will be under the con- 
trol of the steckholders before the first of next 
month. The five million general mortgage 7s have 
all been sold, and the subscribers received notifi- 
cation of the acceptance of their subseriptions 
yesterday. A change or two in the board of man- 
agers is probable when Mr. Gowen retires,”

VARIOUS RAILWAY MEETINGS. 
ELECTIONS OF OFFICERS AND REPORTS OF 
PENNSYLVANIA ROADS. 

PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 8.—The annual meet- 
ing of the stockholders of the Pennsylvania and 
New-York Canal and Railroad Company was held 
this afternoon, and the following officers were 
elected: President—Aga Paeker; Directors—Rob- | 
ert H. Sayre, Charles Hartshorne, Victor E. Piollet, 
Garrett B. Linderman, H. E. Packer, Robert Lock- 
art, William H. Sayre, Elisha P. Wilbur, James I. 
Blakeslee, Howard Elmer, Eliska A. Hancock, and 
Frederick Merour. Theannual report statea thatthe 
coal tonnage for the fiscal year was 1,447,972 tons, of 


which 371,005 tons .07 hundred weight was bitumi- 
nous. The net earnings fer the year were $1,045,- 
141 36. The fleet plying between Buffalo and Chi- 
eago consists of six vessels, all of which are new, 
and, notwithstanding the low freights during the 
season, the year was closed with a profit, giving 
the assurance that the experiment is a success. 
The traffic agreemeat with the New-York, Lake 
Erie and vou Railroad has been renewed with 
enlarged privileges. 

The annual meeting of the stockholders of the 
Buffalo, Pittsburg and Western Railroad was held 
this afternoon. President Jones, in his report, 
stated that the earnings of the Buffalo, Pittsburg 
and Western and the Oil City and Chicago Com- 
panies for the year were $895,475 90, the expenses 
$454,386 22, and the net earnings $441,080 64. He 
said the proposed merger with the Buf- 
falo, New-York and Philadelphia Railroad Com- 
pany, if accomplished, will give a system 
of over 700 miles in length, with termini in large 
and flourishing cities, and that the future success 
of the company will no longer be a matter of 
doubt.

THE PROPOSED HARTFORD LINE. 
HARTFORD, Jan. 8.—When the. Legislature 
adjourned last week it was not certain whether 
the New-York, New-Haven and Hartford Road 
would make opposition to the privilezes asked by 
the Harlem and Hartford Railroad, which has filed 
its application to build under the General Railroad 
law. It was announced that the projectors of the 
new enterprise would request no special favors 
of the Legislature, but would proceed to 
build, and if it was found that special 
privileges were required application would 
be made at the succeeding session of the 


General Assembly. On Thursday last a petition 
was filed by the new company et the office of the 
Secretary of State asking for authority to enable 
the new company to consolidate, make joint stock 
with, or otherwise unite with suck corporation or 
corporations as might own, hold. or control 
apy property or franchises in the State of 
New-York in order to make a continuous line 
to New-York City, the main purpose being to en 
able the company to have but one official head- 
quarters instead of two separate offices in New- 
York and Conuecticut. The petition further asks 
the privilege of imposing a mortgage upon the 
entire united road in both States to secure bonds 
issued by such consolidated company for the pur- 
pose of speedily building the road from New-York 
City to Hartford. 

There has been a feeling that the consolidated 
road would let the project take its natural course 
and await results. The introduction of tke peti- 
tion above referred to, which went on file on the day 
following the application to build under the gen- 
eral laws, and the day after the Legislature ad- 
journed over presented a new aspect to the whole 
question, as it was introducing the question 
of special favors. Tus Trwxs’s correspond- 
ent is now able to say that the new scheme 
will be vigorously opposed by the New-York, 
New-Haven and Hartford Road. Itissaid in that 
road’s behalf that the sole purpose of the new 
scheme is to build a road to sell, after the com- 
mon plan of railway syndicates formed for purely 
speculative purposes. What basis for suah an as- 
sertion exists must be judged by the character 
of the men engaged in the enterprise, chief 
among them Mr. Franklyn, of New-York, 
and Lee, Higginson & Ce., of Boston, ana 
as they are accessible in New-York anda 
Boston they will be able to answer for them- 
selves. The old road will try to bear all the oppo- 
sition it can rally to defeat the scheme. Further 
than this, the old road will claim that it has the 
ability to supply all public needs, and wili itself do 
all that any newroad can do. The annual meet- 
ing of the stockholders will be held at New-Haven, 
on Wednesday of this week, and the Directors will 
sayintheir report: ‘‘The matter of improving 
the curvatures and grades of our New-York 
Division has been ander consideration for the last 
year or more, and,in our opinion, the time has 
come when it is safe to assume that the increasing 
business of the road will justify a substantial ex- 
penditure in this direction. The board has already 
taken steps, by way of survays, &c., toward these 
improvements. It is not expected that our road, 
with its double _ track, will tor some 
time to come be worked up to the 
limit of its full capacity. At the 
same time, your board areof the opinion that, 
along with this change of curves and grades, there 
Ought {ogo the putting down of two more tracks. 
Whether theseimprovements can, any of them, be 
said to be necessary, is uot so important as whether 
they can be clearly vindicated on sound business 
principles and are dictated by a conservative 
and judicious forecast of the future. Your 
present board are of the opinion, all 
things considered, that they wid be seen 
to be fully justified by the time they 
arecompleted. These alterations will necessitate 
the expenditure of more money forthe next year 
than will be available fromthe earnings of the 
road. Itis expected, therefore, that they will be 
carried on with money raised upon the credit of 
the company.” The purpose of the old road is to 
get an independent line of its own from New-York 
to Boston. It now ownsthe Air Line from New- 
Haveua to Willimantic. There will be an applica- 
tion before the Legislature for a charter to build a 
roed from Willimantic to -Danielsonville, the cor- 
porators of that enterprise understandiag that the 
consolidated read wili lease it when built. Beyond 
that point connections are to be made with exist- 
ing lines and thus afford a through route which 
will be entirely independent of both the Boston 
and Albany and the New-York and New-Engiand 
Roads,

CULTURE AND GETTING ON 


DOES A YOUNG MAN’S COLLEGR 
TRALNING REALLY ‘“* PAY?” 
SOME OF THE ASPECTS OF AN OLD CONTRO- 
VERSY WITH ARGUMENT FOR AN AF- 

FIRMATIVE ANSWER. 
From the London Spectator. 

A large proportion of the entrance examis 
nations forthe English universities are fixed for 
next month, and in thousands of middle class 
households the controversy whether university 
education heips young men on in life must again 
be raging. That controversy is as old as modern 
society, and of late it has taken a sharper, though 
more restricted, form. Men do not now argue 
whether culture is good, but argue harder than 
ever whether It pays. On the general value of wide 
education opinion is, we think, much more nearly 
unanimous than it was 40 years ago. The univer- 
sities themseives have improved more than any 
corporations in the country, while men have 
grown wider and more tolerant, have ceased to ex: 
pect miracies from education, and have learned, 
to a degree which to our grandfathers would 
have seemeqd unintelligible, to distrust the 
strengthening effect of ignorance. Time was. 


and not so long ago, when even the 
cultivated doubted whether “scholars” were evat 


quite fitted fer the practical work of life, just as 
time was, and not so long azo, when Generals and 
Admirals held that educated solaiers and sailon 
were sure torun away. We have ourselves ins 
long-past time heard an Admiral express that ides 
in the plainest English. and he took the inevitable 
question—“ whether, then, officers always raz 
away”’—in a = part, All that has passed 
away, as has the idea that the universities are 
*“ nests” of this or the other baleful opinion and its 
corollary that they are so much more fuil ot 
*temptation” than any other place in which grows 
lads are congregated together. Those who think 
culture important have, we think, come to the con: 
clusion that to those to whom it can be given— 
who are only a proportion of our youth, ed o1 
otherwise—the universities etve it most easily and 
in tullest measure. They do not give very much, 
but, as we said. men are recognizing limitations 
more clearly than of old, and are satisfied that they 
give more than any other easily attainable tnstru- 
mentalities. For those wno are content with cul- 
ture, then—that is, all the rich, eccentrics ¢ 
and a great many more—the question is settled, and 
they send their sons to Oxford or Cambridge, as 
they send to their tailors, as part of their unavoid- 
able destiny, often making for the purpose almost 
inconceivable sacrifices. Among the clergy, more 
especially, and among many of the poorer profes- 
sionals, the effort made to secure “college” for 
the sons is often severe, the family submitting to 
Drivations for years. or incurring humiliating eb- 
ligations, or sacrificing the whole of the little 
capital which forms the mother’s only insurance 
against want. When challenged on the subject, 
they plead their duty to their children with the 
strongest conviction; and if fer any cause they 
fail in it they feel something which is much more 
nearly remorse than regret. 

Those who place culture above all things are. 
however, by no means a majority. A much large 
number of those who contemplate ‘*college” as 
one alternative for their boys regard efticieacy iz 
life as quite as valuable as culture. and are in 
clined to doubt whether all the advantages of uni- 
versity training are not counterbalanced by the 
necessary loss of experience gained at a time wher 
the mind can be made to take a definite “piy.” 
The Bar and the Chureh absorb very few lads now, 
compared with the total number of the educated, 
and, except when they have decided on the wool: 
sack or the mitre, fathers of families are still divid- 
ed, and, indeed, in an immense number of 
cases dubious, as to their pest course. They 
like the universities, but they recognize suc- 
cess in life, or it may be the actual 
getting of bread, as far preferable to any 
amount of mental cultivation, or, indeed, as abso- 
lutely indispensable. They seek advice, and they 
do not get it. In all the immense and ramified 
branches of eceupation known as commerce, trade, 
banking, engineering, agriculture, India, the colo- 
nies, and “ literature” in its money-getting sense 
the experts are seriously at variance. We should 
say, though of course we may be attaching too 
much importance to the experience of a few men, 
that at least one-third of such experts consider a 
university education a clear ana decided drawback 
—a source of unfitness, instead of fitness—and this 
third contains a good many persons themselves 
men of unusual and varied eulture. They say that 
the universities produce dislixe for hard life, and 
in this dislike is an ultimate and incurable cause of 
ill-suecess. Another third, though less hostile, con- 
sider the university career “no good,” except to 
give manners, and hold that theimonéy and time, 
though not exactly wasted. are expended to 
securo a _ problematical gain, in the way 
not so muekh of success or of happiness, as of grade. 
These men are seldom thoroughly eultivated, but 
greatly exaggerate the effect of university culture 
upon grade, perhaps of all errors about the system 
the one most generally prevalent. Of the remain- 
ing third a large proportion maintain strongly and 
definitely that the higher education always ‘“* pays;" 
that no matter what aman’s occupation may be 
he will always, if willing, pursue it more success 
fully as a man with adegree. He may not be will 
ing, but if he is willine, he will always, as they say, 
be more efficient, better abie to give and take, 
more persistent, more senusibie of duty to the work 
itself. and, above all, better able to manage men, 
that first secret of fortune in almost all depart 
ments of life. The graduates, they ceclare, even 
if they keep shops or supervise building yards o1 
manage ranches in Colorado, always try for the 
biggest things, and see far better than merely ex- 
perienced men to what their werk may lead, 
ava what is the most reasonably proba. 
ble road to success. Moreover. argue these 
men, descending into slang, the greduates 
afloat in the bard work of life “do not go muck- 
ers’ in anything like the same propertion, do not, 
when they fail, go under so hopelessly, or take ta 
drink or disreputable courses so often. They are 
supposed to do so, because when they do they ere 
marked men, and their friends tell stories of them 
and lament over them, wherees their rivais sink 
under the waters silentiy: but, as a matter of fact, 
they are ruined past hope in much smaller propor. 
tion. Granting other things equal, the chanees of 
great success, these experts maintain, are greatez 
for the graduates, while the chances of great fail 
ure are less; and those two facts—which we may 
remerk «rn passan! we believe to be real, especially 
as regards the second—ougit of themselves to out- 
weigh the heavy claims put in for experience in 
practical life. 

We have ne intention of deciding dogmatically 
which of the three sets of arguers are right, thouch 
our sympathies go with the last, and a good deal of 
our respect with the first; prt we want to point 
out a factor two. One is that the people who, 
of all others, seeks efficiency most, and that often 
at the direct cost of culture, the Seotch, have long 
since made up their minds upon the subject. They 
do not want to be soft-mannered men, or refined 
men, or reflective men, but to be efficient men; yet 
they hold university training a help, and not a 
drawback, and, except when defeated by want of 
means or other specia! circumstances, never fail to 
getit for their sons, All Scotenmen are not grada- 
ates, but in theory the Secotchman—who, be it re- 
membered, !s not led away on thesubject either by 
fluankyism or sentiment er any streng wish that 
his sons should have an easy time—holds decid- 
edly that they ought to be, that it would be well 
if they could be, and that if they were the work 
would be better and not’ worse done, And 
he quetes with some enercy the fact that the rich- 
est Scotchman who ever lived began life in New- 
York as ashop assistant, with a university degree. 
The most efficient of Continental mankind, the 
Prussian, agrees with the Seotchman, and so in 
theery does the hardest of earthly workers, the 
Chinese, though his notion of what education is 
partly puts him out of court. So in our own day and 
country do all manner of governing men, who say 
deliberately, and greatly to theirown disadvantage, 
that you get out of the thoroughly educated more 
efficient tools for all manner of work, including 
some Yery rough work—such as military engineer. 
ing—than you can out ef the merely experienced. 

That is a large body of evidence, and it is sup 
perted by almost all @ priori reasoning. Why 
should a certain width of mind, which is what the 
universities really give, be injurious to efficiency! 
Graduates are as healthy as the most ignorant, and 
rather more given to activity. They are just aa 
brave and just us industrious, and ought to be 
much better protected—though we admit this to be 
doubtful as matter of fact—against that weariness 
with the monotony of toiling life which Is one of 
the most frequent causes of failure. The loss of 
time is not in reality very great, being taken out 
of a eomparatively idle period, and as to the ae- 
ulsition of enervating tastes, it is extremel 
doubtful if they are acquired. The Squire who

and the existence of so distinct an exception ought 
to give us some kind of light. We think it d@ 
and it is this. The university, so far as it is 
in itself, and omitting the question whether it 
might not be much better, is good for All 
conditions of men whose work .can_ be 
learned well when the mind has lost its first 

liability. That, a certain stiffness of mind, 
Paability to accommodate itself to new work of an 
kind, is the resuit, and the single result, of univer. 
sity training whieh acts as a drawback to succesd 
in practieal life. The boy’s mind, like his body, 
gets set, and to force a new ™ ply” on it requires 
effort whieh very few parents, unless strongl 
aided by circumstances, will ever make. If you 
want your lad to do a particular thing, and he does 
not want it nimself, send him to it.early and trust 
to the effect of experience in proces the attrac- 
tion of habit, the real gain and the only from 
the eatly piuage into practical work. if, on the 
other hand, he likes it himself, the university will 
do him no harm whatever, and will widen his mind 
for his work, besides giving him the off-chanee 
that he may like the most gainful profession of our 
age, which is, most decidedly, teaching.

MAYOR LOW’S (MESSAGE ON THE 
CITY’S AFFAIRS. 

A DEMOCRATIC PRESIDENT ELECTED—RE- 
PUBLICANS TURNED OUT OF OFFICE-— 
WHAT THE MAYOR SAYS. 

The Brooklyn Board of Aldermen organized 
yesterday forthe year 1883 by tne election of Alder- 
man James Weir, Jr., as President. Mr. Weir isa 
Democrat, and was the caucus nominee of his 
party, which is in a majority in the board. 
Alderman Mennisger, of the Fourth Ward, 
nominated Mr. Theadore D. Dimon, of 
the First Ward, for President. Mr. Di- 
mon presided lest year mest acceptably. 
Alderman O'Connell said the organization of the 
board was = matter of pclitics. The Democrats, 
being in the majority, were responsible for the 
organization to the people, and he was in a posi- 


tion to say that the action of Alderman Weir, as | 


President of the board, would be so guided that no 
exception could be taken toit by Mayor Low or 
anybody ,else. Mr. Weir was elected by a 
party vote of 14 to 10. He represents the 
Eighth Ward in the Common Council, and is largely 
engaged in business as a florist. Judging from his 


brief h of acceptance and his record in the 
board duriug the past three years, he is a man of 
limited education and an ardent believer in ma- 
chine politics. He was one of the 10 Aldermen 
who recently paid a fine of $250 and served a term 
of five days in Raymond-Strest Jail. 

The Democratic Aldermen drew lots amorge 
themselves some days ago fer the purpose of de- 
ciding who should have the patronage in the gift 
of the board. = The result was not satisfactory, and 
& caucus was held vesterday forenoon at which 
the places were divided up anew among Boss 
McLaugblin’s representatives in the Common 
Counci!. Alderman O’Conne!l offered a resolution 
making a clean sweep of all the Reputlicans hola- 
ing office under the board and filling their 

laees with Democrats, and created in ad- 

{tion two sinecures, the occupants of which 
are to be paid out of the contingent fund. Alder- 
men Dimon, Menninger, and Ruggles protested 
vigorously against such a scandalous waste of the 
public money. but the boss’ cast-iron majority 
voted solidly to carry out the caucus programme. 
Alderman Menninger made an appeai to the gen- 
erosity of the Democrats not to turn out a poor 
on soldier who has been paid a few hundred 
dollars a year for watching one of the public baths, 
but Alderman O'Connell, with a contemptuous 
wave of his hand, and the remark, “ Oh, that 
soldier business is played out,” insisted on the pas- 
sage of his resolution conferring the place on a 
burly heeler of the boss, who couid discount a 
dozen crippled soldiers in the matter of rumning a 
primary. 

When the appointments had been made the 
Mayor took the President’s chair and read his an- 
nual Messace. ef which the foliowing is a brief 
synopsis: The Message opens with a statement of 
the City’s finances. The debt as compared with 
the debt uf 1881 is as follows:

This shows a decrease in the City’s obligations 
@Guring 1882 ef $82,0u0, but there is also to be 
taken into consideration the fact that the sinking 
fund on Dec. 31, 1881. was $4,022,629 72, while on 
Deco, 31, 1882, it wus $4,671,827 79, showing a de- 
crease of the debit during 1882 of $650,698 07. 
Touching the arrearage question. concerning which 
there has been se much legislation, the Mayor 
says: 

“ Jt will be the policy of the city from now on to 
substitute arrearage bonds to the extent of our de- 
ficiencies in collection, for all temporary debt, as 
this falls due. No provision of law has hitherto 
existed by which to extinguish the temporary debt 
of the eity, so far as it represents these accumu- 
lated deficiencies in collection, The city, in other 
words, has carried the debt, It has made no at- 
tempt to pay it. It has felt up to this time none of 
the burden of making good these large deficien- 
cies. As arreage bonds are issued, however, these 
deficiencies will be tunded into permanent form, 
and interest upon them, together with an in- 
Stallment of the principal, must be raised in 
each tax levy. Then for the first time the city will 
understand the practical bearing of bad govern- 
ment expressing itself in premature and extrava- 
gant and fraudulent local improvements. The as- 
sessments made for benefit have indeed sufiiced to 
place 2 large area within the city under a cloud, 
thus causing incalculabie damage. After all, the 
aT will be obliged to pay a large proportion of the 
bills. Apart from the interest of the city in dollars 
and cents, it remains as ithas been, a serious ques- 
tion how to deal with this arrearage problem. It 
is not tolerable to have 17 per cent. of the tax levy 
uncollected at the end of a year, and possibly half 
of this wholly uncoliectable, because of the exist- 
ence of disputed assessments. Another law will 
be presented to the Legislature this year which. I 
hope, willdeal with the matter thoroughly and 
finally. Framed as it hes been, withcut complica- 
tions resulting from past legislation, and under the 
advice of the Hon. William M. Evarts, 1 hope it 
will receive at the hands of the Legislature the 
statesmanlike treatment its importance deserves.” 

The East River bridge cails forth the following 
comments from the Mayor: 

““It is pleasant to he able to know by the evi- 
dence of our eyes that the bridge has made sub- 
Stantial progress during the past 12 months. It is 
eonfidently expected that it will be completed and 
thrown open to travel within the present year. 
The annual interest charge upon our bridge bonds 
at this time is $660,550. Of this sum $210,000 have 
been raised annually inthe tax levy. The balance 
of interest bas been paid with the proceeds of 
bonds. Since the beginning of the work bonds 
beve been issued to vay interest to the extent of 
$1,809,625. As a means of concealing from 
the citizens what the bridge would cost 
to carry, such financiering has much to 
commend it. As a method of constructisg 
a great public work it cannot be so easily 
justified. Delays would not have been readily tol- 
erated had the citizens felt at al! times the burden 
of the enterprise. With the completion of the 
bridge the whole amount of interest must be raised 
through the tax aa This will involve an item of 

450,000 and upw which has never appeared be- 

ore. In this connection I may say that Brooklyn's 
share of the support of free canals is likely to in- 
voive taxation to the extent of $100,000 more, It 
ls evident, therefore, that only the greatest econ- 
omy can keep the taxes of our city within a mod- 
erate figure. Afier this year Ihave no doubt the 
bridge will yield some income, but probably not 
eneugh to pay any large propertion of the in- 


The Mayor calls attention to the increase in the 
Water supply secured during the year, and recem- 
mends the increase of the salaries of Mr. Van 
Buren, the chief engineer, and his assistants. The 
river streets and the principal thoroughf. res shou!4 
be paved with granite blocks. No more cebbie- 
stones should be laid. The heads of the depart- 
ments of the city Government are complimented 
by the Mayor. The system of responsibility 
to @ common head has produced, he 
thinks, harmonious administration, and has 
caused increased efficiency and economy. 
Aer recommending the abolition of the three-bed 

use inthe Excise law and dwelling upon the 
difficulties encountered in the effort to enforce the 
present law, the Mayor says: “The Swedish system 
of excise seems to me the best yet devised for a 
large city. Under this system a city is divided into 
a certain number of excise distriets, the number ot 
saloons allowed in each district is fixed by law, pro 
cata, to the population, and the exclusive right to 
gel! liquors of aii sorts within each district is sold 
Bt public auction to the highest bidder. In this way 
the interest of the license is made to lie in enforcing 
the law, because he pays for his license a larze 
sum. Incidentally the city also receives for 
censes what they are worth. I believe this system 
to be the goai toward which legislation ought to 
tend. There can be no question that the three-bed 
clause of the present law ought to be abolished. I 
also think well of the proposition to associate 
wines, ale, and beer in one license.” 

The message recommends that those who obtain 
valuable franchises from the city should be made 
bo pay forthem. Among other suggestions is one 
bo the effect that it woud be greatly iu the interest 
of the city to have some system adopted foren- 
trance into the subsrdmate civil service ot the 
sity which should reduce personal patronage to a 
minimum. The Mayor discusses the question of 
rapid transit for Brooklyn, and expresses his will- 
ingness, when proper application is made, to ap- 
point a commission to test the value of the com- 
pensation law passed last Spring. Mr. Low has no 
doubt that a road honestly built could afford to 
pay fair damages. The Message concludes with an 
enumeration of the advantages of Brooklyn asa 
place of residence.

MAYOR EDSON’S DIFFICULTY IN SELECTING 


POLICE JUSTICES. 

Mayor Edsen’s office was filled with poli- 
tielans yesterday, and the City Hall was filled with 
couatless rumors regarding the nominations for 
one Police Commissioner, two Police Justices, and 
two Park Commissioners, which the Mayor is to 
send to the Board of Aldermen at noon to-day. 
When the Mavor had finally left his office for the 
day, about the only story which most of the poli- 
ticlans felt sure was true was that the slate sup- 
posed to have been agreed upon on Saturday had 
been badly smashed, and that Thomas Costigan 
might be regarded as standing little chance of 
being made a Police Justice. In the afternoen the 
Meyor hac another confidential conference with 
John Kelly, but the anxious politicians were un- 
able to find out what orders the Tammany chieftain 
had given the Mayor. Several new candidates for 
the vacant places were brought forward during the 
day, and the friends of each talked to Mayor 
Edson until his ears ached. Ex-Alderman 
Nicholas Haughton was trotted out by Irving 
Hall as the right man for one of the 
Police Justiceships. and good words in 
his bebalf were spoken to the Mayor by 
ex-Sheriff Bowe, W. Burke Covkran, and other fol- 
lowers of “Little Tammany.” Then some of the 
Tammany heelers of the Twenty-third Assembly 
District called to mind the fact that John Kelly 
made Charles Welde, of that district, temporary 
Chairman of the Tammany General Committee 
last week. They forthwith organized adelegation, 
with Alderman Duffy and Thomas F. Gilroy as 
leaders, made a descent upon the Mayor’s office, 
and tried to convince the Mayor that hundreds of 
thousands of citizens were earnestly praying that 
Welde might be made a Police Justice. Jus- 
tice Otterbourg also visited the Mayor 
and gave him detailed rezsons why 
tne good of the community required that Justice 
Otterbourg should be renominated. Ex-Mayor 
Vickham, Puulic Works Commissioner Thompson, 
Col. John R. Fellows, John T. Agnew, Gen. Francis 
B. Spinola, Excise Commissioner Mitcheil, James 
O’Brien, Police Justice Power, and a host of other 
politicians of all grades swarmed into the office, 
each pleading for some particular candidate. 

The special attention of the local * statesmen” 
was fixed upon the two Police Justiceships. The 
nomination for Police Commissioner had been con- 
ceded to “Sid” Nichols from the moment Mayor 
Edson was elected, while the fact that no salaries 
are drawn by the Park Commissioners made the 
places in the Park Board of little interest to the 
politicians. Police Justices are nominated for 
terms of 10 years each, with salaries of $8,000 a 
year. Why attention is concentrated on the Police 
Court bench is obvious. At the close of business 
hours on Saturday Thomas Costigan and Daniel 
O'Reilly were the two County Democrats from 
which Mayor Edson was expected to select one 
Police Justice, and ‘'ammany Hall’s candidates for 
the other Justiceship were Patrick Gavan Duffy 
and ex-Coroner Croker. At the close of business 
hours yesterday Messrs. Costigan, O'Reilly, and 
Croker were said by calculating politicians to 
be behind in the race. Their places had been 
filled by ex-Coroner Gerson N. Herrman, ex-County 
Clerk Charles E. Loew, and Police Justice Butler 


H. Bixby. The latter was said to have taken the | 


place of ** Dick” Croker, and Herrman and Loew 
those of Costigan and O'Reilly. The cause of this 
change of slate was said to bea determination 
reached by Mayor Edson to give the German citi- 
zens a representative on the Police bench. The story 
went that when Mayor Grace retired a schedule was 
handed to Mr, Edson, on which three Police Justice- 
ships were reported at his disposal. Supposing that, 
after giving a Justice each to Tammany Hall and 
the County Democracy, he would still have an- 
other to dispose of, the Mayor, according to the 
rumor, entanglea himself with promises to 
certain Germans that one of their  na- 
tionality should receive a nomination When 
he found that only two Justiceships were vacant, 
the Mayor was still confronted by his promises. It 
is said that he told the County Democrats yester- 
day that they could name a Police Justice, but he 
insisted that they must namea German. ‘They re- 
plied that their candidates were Costigan and 
O'Reilly, and if he proposed to nominate a German 
for the office which belonged to the County De- 
mocracy the Mayor could make his own selection. 
Gerson N, Herrman, they said, was not a reproe- 
sentative County Democrat, and neither he nor 
Charles E. Loew would be satisfactory to the lead- 
ers, or to anybody but the special friends of the 
candidates. The Mayor, however, stood firm, and 
the politicians went home last night convinced 
that the two Justices would be Duffy or 
Bixby anda German more or less identified with 
the County Democracy. The friends of Thomas 
Costi®an, however. refused to give up hope, and 
they announced their determination to keep up the 
fight to the last moment. ‘*‘Weget some hope,” 
said one County Democrat,*" from the fact that 
Edson bas the faculty of changing his mind a good 
many times in aday. Wecando agood deal of 
work between now and to-morrew noon.” 
Asalready stated, nobody doubts that Kelly's 
faithful heschwan Nichols will be renominated for 
the Police Commissionerhip, and, so far as can be 
learned, no other person bas had the temerity to 
put himself forward asa candidate for “Sid’s”’ 
place. Forthe vacant places in the Park Commis- 
sion, Charles F. McLean continued yesterday to be 
the chief candidate of the County Democracy for the 
place he now holds as arepresentative of that wing 
of the party. Smith E. Luane’s chances to be bis 
own euccessor as representative of the Keilyites 
were not believed to have improved yesterday, 
while the day brought forth two new candidates 
for membership in the Park Board. Gen. Egbert 
L. Viele was suggested to the Mayor by several of 
his friends as a good man for Park Commissioner, 
and Richard M. Henry also found friends who put 
ina good word forhim. Itissaidthat Mr. Henry 
is a devoted follower of Judge Charles Donohue, 
by whom he is frequently appointed as a referee. 
The Mayor would be happy if he was bothered 
as little about the other offices as he is about the 
Park Board vacancies. It is safe to say that Mr. 
Edson will again be surrounded by a mob of poli- 
ticians this forenoon, and it is by no means certain 
that an entirely new slate will not be presented to 
the Aldermen at noon. It is the general belief that 
the Aldermen will promptly confirm the Mayor's 
nominees, although there were reports yesterdav 
that ex-Coroner Herrman would not be confirmed 
without a struggle if his name was sent to the

FLAIN TALK TO MINISTERS.

THE EVILS WHICH HAVE GRADUALLY CREPT 
INTO THE BAPTIST CONFERENCE. 


The first business transacted by the Confer- 
enee of the Baptist ministers at the mecting yester- 
day was the election of the Rev. E. A. Woods, of 
Paterson, N, J., to serve as Moderator for the com- 
ing three months. The Rev. D.C. Potter, before 
retiring from the Moderator’s chair, made a brief 
speech, in which ho called the attention of the 
brethren to the fact that two or three grave evils 
had crept in upon the Conference which ought to 
be remnedied. There is a tendency, said Mr. Potter, 
to depart from practical themes in the essays which 
are weekly read and discussed, and the writers of 


the pavers, instead of giving their brethren some- 
thing to help them in tbe work of the ministry. 
seem to be actuated bya desire to appear very 
learned and profound. “ Now, no man,” said 
the speaker, “can advance his reputa- 
tion for scholarship in an assembly such 
as this, and the . whole tone of our 
essays and discussions should be changed. An- 
other very pernicious evil which ought to be 
remedied is the custom of bringing learned Pro- 
fessors from long distances to bore us with learned 
disquisitions. I think that, with possibly one or 
two exceptions, no good has come of this prac- 
tice, and our time might have been spent much 
more profitably by discussing the practical needs 
of the ministry. Thie Conference has also shown 
a disposition to depart from the dictates of good 
sense in the entertainment of strangers from afar 
off. and especially frem across the Atlantic. I be- 
lieve in courtesy and hospitality, but we have gone 
out of our way to lionize brethren who are not at 
all conspicuous at home. When we can hear of 
any American Baptist being made a lion of across 
the Atiantiv it will be time enough for us to re- 
ciprocate in kind. Now,” said Mr. Potter, in con- 
clusion, “I have made myself altogether uniovely. 
and I am giad to make way for another man.” 
Mr. Woods took the Mederator’s chair, and 
after briefly thanking the brethren for his election, 
proceeded to the order of business. The essay of 
the morning was read by the Rev. D. T. Phillips, of 
Port Chester, the subjcct being “The Welsh Pulpit.”’ 
It was an elaborate paper, descriptive of the pecu- 
liarities of the elergymen of Wales, and enlivened 
by specimens of their preaching, which the reader 
rendered with all the skill of a trained elocutionist.

THE NEW-YORK PRHUSBYTERY. 

At the meeting of the New-York Presby- 
tery yesterday the pastoral relations between the 
Rev. Dr. Charles H. Stoddard and the Washington 
Heights Presbyterian Church was dissolved at 
Dr. Stoddeard's request. The Presbytery took up 


for consideration the report of the commit- 
tee for formulating the policy of the Church 
work in the Citg. The question of church 
extension and sustestation has been before the 
Presbytery for three months, and since the 
resignation of the Church Extension Commit- 
tee it has been a constant source of discus- 
sion. The report of the committee recommended 
that a Committee of Sustentation and Extension 
be appointed, consisting of the Pastor and one 
laymen from eaeh church, with the addition of 
chapel Pastors who were members of the Presby- 
tery. Along discussion ensued, and finally a su 
stitute proposed by the Rev. Dr. Booth was adopt- 
ed, placing the number of the committee at 15, con- 
sisting ef seven ministers and eight laymen, wno 
should be required to report at the monthiy meet- 
ings of the Presbytery, and providing for the ap- 
poatnent of a Superinterndent if necessary. The 
ev. Dr. Wileon Phraner, of Sing Sing, then ad- 
dressea the Presbytery favoring the establishment 
ofa Chinese mission in this City in charge of the 
Rev. Dr. William Spear. Dr. Phraner’s proposition 
was that a suituble building be fitted up properly 
for the temporary reception of Chinese coming in- 
to the City, and that Chinese assistants be in at- 
tendanes. The proposition was favorably receivad

OPINIONS RENDERED AND OTHER 
BUSINESS TRANSACTED. 

TWO MUNICIPAL BOND CASES—THE IMPOR- 
TATION OF BREEDING ANIMALS—THE 
GREENBACK CASE DELAYED. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 8.—A decision was ren- 
dered by the Supreme Court of the United States 
to-day in the municipal bond case of The City of 

Parkersburg, West Va., appellant, against Isabella 

Brown, and others. The court holds that the act 

of the Legislature of West Virginia, passed Dec. 15, 

1868, authorizing the city of Parkersburg to issue 

its bonds for the purpose of lending the same to 

persons engaged in manafacturing wasinvalid, and 
the bonds issued under it are void as against 
the .city. It is therefore ordered that the 
decree of the Cireuit Court be reversed, with costs, 
and the case remanded to that court with instruc- 
tions to enter a decree that the city in issuing the 


bonds exceeded its lawful powers, and that they 
caunot be enforced as obligations of the city, aad 
providing for a sale of the remaining property, real 
and personal, under the direction of the court, and 
the taking of an account between the city and the 
property, and for further proceedings. Opinion 
by Justice Blatchford. 

A decision was also rendered in the case of the 
Michigan Central Railread Company, plaintiff in 


error, vs. Paris Myrick, for the use of the Com- | 


mercial National tank of Chicago. The question 
raised by this case is whether a railroad company 
in the absence of aspecial contract, is responsible to 
a shipper for the safety of freight, after such freight 
has been transferred by it to another railroad com- 
pany for transportation to its place of destination. 
The court hoids, first, that in accordance with the 
common lawrulethe carrier is liable only to the 
extent of hisown route, and for safe storage and 
delivery to the next carrier; second. that the 
ticket or bill of lading given to the shipper by the 
railroad company in this instance was not a 
through contract, whereby the Michigan Central 
Company agreed to transport the freight in con- 
troversy to Philadelphia. The judgment of the 
court below, that the receipt did constitute such a 
through contract, is reversed, and the case re- 
manded fora new trial, Opinion by Justice Field. 

The court also rendered a decision in the munici- 
pal bond case of The Tewn of Red Rock, Minn., 
plaintiff in error, vs. Jacob A. Henry. This was a 
suit upon the coupons of aseries of bonds issued 
by the town of Red Rock to the Southern Minne- 
sota Railroad Companyin 1869. The defense set 
up by the town in the court below was 
that the act of the Legisiature of 
1868, under which the bonds were issued, 
had been repealed by acts passed in 1870 and 1871. 
Upon the question of this alleged repeal the court 
below was divided in opinion. This court holds 
that the repeal has not been satisfactorily shown; 
that, on the contrary, it seems clear that no repeal 
of the former act was intended by the passage of 
the two acts last mentioned. The judgment of 
the court belowis affirmed. Opinion by Justice 
Woods. 

A decision was also rendered in the case of James 
Patterson for the use of T. J. Brower, plaintiff in 
error, against Cornelius Lynde, Jr., brought here 
by a writ of error to the Circuit Court for the 
Northern District of Illinois. The principal ques- 
tion presented by this case is whether a 
creditor of a corporation formed and organ- 
ized under the general laws of Oregon relating 
to the formation of private corporations, can main- 
tain an action at law against a stockholder to re- 
cover out of an unpaid balance of subscription to 
the capital stock the debt due him from the cor- 
poration. The court holds that no one creditor 
can assume that he alone is entitled to what any 
stockholder owes and sue at law,s8o as to appro- 
priate exclusively to himself. Stock subscriptions 
inure to the benefit of all creditors, anda creditor 
cannot proceed against a stockholder on his sub- 
scription until he has exhausted his remedies at 
law against the corporation, and then only ia 
equity through the corporation itself. The judg- 
ment of the court below is affirmed. Opinion by 
Chief-Justice Waite. 

A decision of some interest to importer: of live 
stock for breeding purposes was rendered in the 
ease of Lot M. Morrill, Collector, plaintiff in error, 
against John W. Jones, in error to the Circuit 
Court of the United States for the District of 
Maire. Section 2,505 of the Revised Staiutes pro- 
vides that ‘“‘animals alive specially imported 
for breeding purposes shail be admitted 
free of duty upon proof thereef  satisfac- 
tory to the Secretary of the Treasury, and 
under such regulations as he may prescribe.” 
Among other regulations prescribed by the Secre- 
tary was one directing Coilectors not to admit ani- 
malsfor breeding purposes tree of duty unié-s 
such avimals should be of “ superior stock, adapted 
to improving the breed in America.’’ Under this 
ruling the Collector at Portland, Me., exacted 
duty from the present defendant in error 
upon a number of animais imported for 
breeding purposes, but not, in the opinion 
of the Collector, of “superior stock.” 
The court holds that the regulation acted on by 
the Collector was in excess of the power of the 
Secretary. The statute clearly includes animals of 
The regulation seeks to confine its 
operation to animals ** of superior stock.” This is 
manifestly an attempt to put into the body of the 
statute a limitation whieh Congress did not think 
it necessary to prescribe. To amend the law in 
this way is not the office of a Treasury regulation. 
The judgment of the court below is affirmed. 
Opinion by Chief-Justice Waite. 

The case of the Cook County National] Bank of 
Chicago against the United States, which has al- 
ready been argued before this court, was to-day 
assigned for reargument on the first Monday in 
Mareh. The court desires to hear counsel 
especially upom the question whether, re- 
gardicss of the alleged statutory priority 
claimed in behalf of the United States the Jatter 
may, in accounting to the Receiver of the bank for 
the proceeds of United States bonds in its hands, 
deposited by the bank as security for public moneys 
and for the redemption of its circulating notes, 
deduct from any surplus thereof remaining after 
the application of those funds to those purposes, 
the amount due to the United States for the unpaid 
noes penee moneys, on the general principles of 
set-of. 

In the case of Augustus D. Jnilliard, plaintiff in 
error, against Thomas 8S. Greenman, better knewn 
as the “ legal tender case,’’ the court to-day denied 
the motion of Senator Edmunds tkat a day be set 
for theargument. It is understood thet this ac- 
tion was taken for the reason that Gov. Butler, of 
Massachueetts, who is to argue the case for the 
defendant in error, is unable to say at present 
when he can come to Washington for that purpose.

George Frazer, a hale and hearty old Scot ot more 
than 60 years, and his three sons, and the old gen- 
tleman was one of the strongest men and best 
players on the ice. He, with his sons, not only 
defeated their antagonists on the south side by the 
greatest odds of the match, but took the Hoogland 
flag for the highest score. Another old gentleman 
who did some remarkably fine playing and was as 
active end lusty as any curler on the ice was Mr. 
James Stevens, the President of the Jersey City 
Curling Club, who wes skip of the seuth side of 
rink No. 2. The contest at this rink was the most 
interesting on the ice, as the rivalry between Mr, 
Stevens and Mr. Frank Hoxey, the skip of the 
north side, isa matter of long standing. As the 
game progressed the Scotchmen on _ the 
ice became very enthusiastic, and whenever 
a particularly good play was made they shouted 
approval in the broadest Scotch dialect. At 3 
o’clock a recess was taken for 15 minutes, and 
almost every canny Scot on theice was seen to 
tuke a milk bottle from his pocket and point its 
bottom toward the blue sky asthough it were a tele- 
scope.

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ADULTERATED CREAM OF TARTAR. 


—— - <> -— 
A PROSECUTION UNDER THE ACTIN REGARD 


TO ADULTERATED DRUGS AND FOOD. 


The case of Dr. E. G. Love, State Analyst, 
complainant, against Henry Fuller, a groeer at No. 
823 Second-avenue, who, with other dealers, wes 
charged by the City Board of Health with selling 
cream of tartar, which is a drug, and in this case 
adulterated, was yesterday resumed in the Court 


of Special Sessions. Col. Charlies Prentice ap- 
peared for the prosecution and William A. Beacb, 
ex-Judge Flammer,and Henry T. Atwater for the 
defense. Dr. Love testified thata sample of the 
article purchased at the defendant’s store was 
analyzed and consisted of 92 per cent. ground 
gypsum, and 8 per. cent. tartaric acid. Dr. Frea- 
erick Hoffman, a Professor in the College of Phar- 
macy, and a member of a committee of %5 appoint- 
ed in 1880 to prepare a United States Pharmacopeia, 
produced this work. It defined cream of tartar as 
a drug, and also describedits use in the arts. 
Prof. Charles F. Chandler, President of the 
Board of Health, testified that the presence 
of gypsum as an adulteration in cream 
of tartar might be detected with the eye. 
Mr. Atwater here moved for a dismissal on the 
ground that there was no proof that the defendant 
sold or offered the drug for sale. This being de- 
nied, he argued that the goods were sold as an 
article of food, notasa drug, and that the differ- 
ence was reeognized in the Pharmacopeia. Mr. 
Beach said that the defendant was a grocer and 
not a pharmaceutist. and the quéstion was whether 
the act intended to prohibit the keeping and sale 
of the article by dealers like the defendant when 
it was a commercial commodity as well as a drug. 
Mr. Beach said he represented a large num- 
ber of merchants who had applied for and 
had long been in constant expectation of infor- 
mation and instruction from the State and local 
Boards of Health concerning their right to sell 
cream of tartar, but such had never been received. 
The defendant testified that he bought the cream 
of tartar of James E. Armstrong, No. 164 Duane- 
street. He paid what he believed to be the highest 
market prico, and expected to get the artiele pure. 
He sold the cream of tartaras an article of food, 
notasadrug. Mr. Armstrong was about to take 
the stand, when the court adjourned until to-day.

METHODS OF THE MARINE SOCIETY. 

The one hundred and thirteenth annual 
meeting of the Marine Society of the Port of New- 
York took place at No. 49 Wall-street yesterday. 
Capt. Ambrose Snow, the President, occupied the 


chair. Owing to the absence of the Secretary the 
consideration of the financial report was post- 
poned. There was said to be a balance in the bank 
of $10,000. Eight members have died and eight 
have been added to the list during the year. There 
have been paid in pensions and gifts $3,045. Two 
widows have died, leaving 50 on the list. The sum 
of $289 50 has been received in dues from old 
members and $295 in dues from new members 
and gifts. The property of the Seaman’s Fund and 
Retreat, authorized by the Legislature to be sold, 
has been deeded to the society, andaleanof $84,- 
000 from the Mutual Life Insurance Company has 
been secured on it. The election of officers resulted 
as follows: President—Capt. Ambrose Snow; First 
Viee-President—Capt. E. G. Tinker; Second Vice- 
President—Capt. W. H. Allen; Secretary—Capt. G. 
S. Hill; Treasurer—Capt. G. D. 8. Trask; Counsel 
to the board—William Allen Butler; Surgeon—Dr. 
Cc. Henry King. The President anzounced.that it 
had been decided to abandon the aanual dinner. 
On motion of Capt. James Parker, however, it was 
resolved to postpone the dinner to Feb. 22, when 
could be celebrated the birthday of George Wash- 
ington, who, in his life-time, was a member of the 
Marine Society. 


THE LATE MR. HANAUVER. 
Coroner Levy was yesterday requested to 
hola an inquest in the case of Mr. Moses G. 
Hanauer, the coffee merchant, who committed 


suicide by shooting himself in the head with 
a pistol Mr. Hanauer was at one time 
one of the largest coffee shippers in the 
United States. He came to this country from Ger- 
many about 20 years ago and became a member of 
the firm of Moyers Brothers & Co. This firm, 
which was one of the largest in the trade, failed in 
1871 but they paid all their liabilities in full. For 
10 years Mr. Hanauer was in business as a coffee 
speculator at No. 111 Water-street. Of late he met 
with reverses and his health failed him under the 
strain. He became impressed with the idea that 
he would die poor, and that his family, to whom 
he was devotedly attached, would be reduced 
want. On Saturday he left his office at about 
o'clock, and nothing more was heard about him 
until his body was found at Fert Washington Point. 
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JOHN R. DUFF’S COMPLAINT. 


A SUIT AGAINST THE PLAINTIFF’S FORMER 
BROKERS. 

The complaint in the case of John R. Duff 
against William J. Hutchinson and George H. 
Kennedy, who were engaged in the business of 
stock brokerage, has been served on the defend- 
ants. During the five years preceding Dec. 31, 
1881, tne defendants, under the firm name of 
Kennedy, Hutchinson & Co., bought and sold for 
the plaintiff, according to the complaint, stocks 
ond bonds amounting to hundreds of millions of 
dollars. The commissions paid by the plain- 


tiff amonnted to upward of a_ million 
of dollars. The defendants never rendered 
an aceount of the transactions, although 
often requested to do so. Deo. 31, 1881, the plaia- 
tiff was informed that he was indebted to the de- 
fendants by his transactions through them in the 
sum of $678,026 47 upon the security of 12,800 shares 
of the common stock of the Hannibal and St. Jo- 
séph Railroad, and in the further sum of $386,690 
upon the security of other stocks. The plaintiff 
believed the statement made to him of 
his indebtedness, but he contended: that cer- 
tain stocks disposed of by the defend- 
ants Feb. 25, 1881, were not sold for the 
plaintiff, and that the defendant Hutehinson 
Wus indebted to him on account of sales of Hanni- 
baland St. Joseph stock the delivery of which 
never was msde. It was also claimed that 12,000 
shares of Western Union stock were taken from 
the plaintiff's account without authority and 
transferred to the defendants, and therefore should 
not be charged tu him. On March 3, 1882, there 
were no questions in dispute between the parties 
except the three matters related. On that day 
Hutchinson paid the plaintiff in settlement of 
those matters and no others, #0 far as they re- 
lated to him, $500,000 in money and securities, and 
Kennedy at the same time puid $250,000 
to release himself. A release was executed to both 
by the plaintiff, but with the idea only of covering 
the three questions in dispute. The accounts oth- 
erwise were represented to be correct, but tho 
plaintiff alleges that he bas since found out and be- 
lieves they were false. He claims that he was not 
indebted to the defendants Dec. 31, 1881, in the 
sums he was represented to he, but inde- 
pendent of the matters. settled the de- 
fendants were indebted to the plaintiff, which 
would have appeared by a true accounting. 
The alleged false statement was reached, the com- 
plaint sets forth, by charging the p!aintiff with 
transactions which never took place: by crediting 
him with sa’es at prices lower than those at which 
the stock was sold, and charging him with pur- 
ehases at prices higher than were paid; by chare- 
ing losses made by the firm to the plaintiff, and 
not crediting him with profits belonging to him; 
by charging him with commissions upon fictitious 
transactions. The defendants refused to permit 
an inspection of the books, hence facts in detail 
cannot be presented. The plaintiff demands an 
accounting; he demands that the release given by 
him shall be adjudged limited, and that the amount 
found to be due him shail be recovered. As soon 
as an answer is filed an appeal will be mads for a 
discovery of the books.

CONEY ISLAND LEASES. 

Ata session of the Senate Committee on Vil- 
lages, which is engaged in investigating the subject 
of Coney Island leases, yesterday, at the Metropoli- 
tan Hotel, James K. O. Sherwood, a dealer in West- 
ern lands and securities at No. 115 Broadway, testi- 


fied that he was never in the employ of the Man- 
hattan Beach Company. He began purchasing 
Jand on the island in 1875 or 1876, west ef the Ocean 
Concourse. A. D. Williams, counsel for the com- 
mittee, tried to draw irom the witness the names 
of some of the 100 persons with whom he dealt 
directly or indirectly, but Mr. Sherwood, who de- 
clared that his memory was good, could not 
recall them. He said they livea all over the 
United States, and wherever the parties lived 
outside of Kings County he obtained quit-claim 
deeds from them through other people. Mr. Sher- 
wood also failed to recall tne names of the persons 
that he employed te buy up these rights. He paid 
for them from $1 to $10 apiece, he added, to from 
50 to 150 persons. He never made any personal 
claim for theland. He was awaiting the issue of 
the suit of George S. C. Dow against the town of 
Gravesend, and he had not secured all the deeds he 
wanted. Mr. Sherwood held leases five or six 
years age on lands east of the Oriental Hotel. 
eased three or four lots at $15 or $208 year apiece 
or less. 
into possession. He did not recollect whether he 
sold his interestin them or not, but he did not 
think he did. He would vot swear that he did not 
sellthem tothe Manhattan Beach people, but he 
did not think he did.

* Mr. Fisner, of, Pennsylvania, the Chair- 
man of the House Committee on Coinage, 
Weights, and Measures, yesterday ' intro- 
duced from that committee the bill which 
ge noticed some weeks since providing for 
n suspension of the silver coinage law. It 
is so reasonable a bill, and so exactly con- 
forms to the requirements of the country, 
without offending even the prejudices of 
any disinterested bi-metallist, that it ought 
to receive prompt attention. It simply de- 
clares in effect that there shall be coined 
only so many dollars as are demanded for 
actual circulation until such time as silver 
shall be an ‘‘ equivalency of bullion value 
between the standard mlver and gold coins 
of the United States, or until.an internation- 
al agreement on a coinage ratio for the use 
of silver in full legal tender coinage shall be 
made by the leading commercial nations.”’ 
In other words, it stops the absurd policy of 
this Government of coining $28,000,000 a 
year of the refuse silver of the world and 
piling it up in the Treasury. 


‘The defaulting and absconding Treasurer 
of the State of Tennessee has eluded his pur- 
guers, and is probably safe on Mexican soil. 
Being arrested in Texas, he was detained 
until the Governor of that State could tele- 
graph to the Governor of Tennessee that 
nothing but a sworn charge of criminal pro- 
ceedings could hold, the fugitive. While 
there were hurryings to and fro in the State 
capital, the courtesy of Texas was invoked, 
and the ex-Treasurer and his companions 
were released. There was much jubila- 
tion in Temnessce over. this cap- 
ture, anda corresponding’ depth . of 
despondency will probably follow the escape 
pf Mr. Porx. It was supposed that large 
sums of the State’s money were in the bag- 
gage of Pox and his party, and orders had 
been given to detain this valuable smped- 
(menta. But the probability is that Poux 
and his speculative friends had muddled 
pway the money now missed from the Treas- 
ury, and that the ex-Treasurer, who has 
been practicing the financial theory most in 
favor in Tennessee, is safely over the border 
with a purse almost as light as his con- 
science. 

The glorious uncertainty of the pension 
appropriations renders impossible any accu- 
rate estimate of the amount of the surplus 
revenue of the Government. Last fiscal 
year ‘the appropriation slightly exceeded 
861,000,000; for the current year the appro- 
priation is $100,000,000, and in an official 
statement made last Summer the Commis- 
sioner estimated that $150,000,000 would be 
needed for next year. The sum actually 
Aemanded was, however. but $101,5%5,000, 
god now the Appropriations Committee re- 
port, after conference with the Commis- 
sioner, that as $20,000,000 will probably. 


remain unexpended from the appropriation . 
made for the current year, not more than; 


‘$81,575,000 will be needed for the year end-. 
fing June 30, 1884. There isevidently in the 
expenditures for pensions the potentiality of 
waking or of marring the surplus of 
p year, and no legislation tending to reduce 
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revenue can well be undertaken without 


reference to their possibilities of wild fluc- 
tuation. The amount asked for next year 
is greatly in excess of the annual interest 
charge on the public debt, and accounts for 
nearly a third of the total expenses of the 
Government. The cost of pension legisla- 
tion certainly deserves more attention than is 
given to it either by Congress or the people.

If Mayor Epson intends to manage the 
affairs of the City in a business-like way, 
he makesa rather poor beginning. Long 
conferences with Joun Ku.ty, varied by 
frequent consultations with politicians of 
lesser degree, are not very promising 
preliminaries to the filling of important 
public positions. The Mayor will 
have achance to show to-day whether he 
regards his office as being held in trust for 
the ward politicians or for the people. 
Should he renominate a coarse and un- 
scrupulous political jobber like Police 
Commissioner Nicnouts, the demonstra- 
tion will be sufficiently clear that 
he proposes to serve the men to 
whom he owes his nomination and 
leave the public interests to take care of 
themselves. If the Mayor is able to con- 
vince himself that Mr. Nicuors is a fit 
person to be a member of the Police 
Board, he will find extreme difficulty in 
naming another: reputable ‘ and . intelli- 
gent citizen of New-York who shares 
that opinion. . Let us hope that ; the 
nomination of ‘‘ Stp’’ is not absolutely in- 
evitable, and that we may be spared a fur- 
ther lowering of the character of the Board 
of Police Justices by such an appointment 
as that of ex-Coroner and ex-Supervisor 
Herrman. The Mayor is surely not so 
ignorant of the sentiments of respectable 
German-Americans as to suppose that the 
nomination of HerRMAN asa ‘“‘representa- 
tive’’ German would be more or less than an 
insult to their intelligence and self-respect. 


In 1870 the assessed valuation of the rea 
estate of this City was $742,103,075; this 
year it is $1,080, 879,403, an increase in 13 
years of $538,776,328, or over 45 per cent. 
Since 1879 the increase has been rapid.‘ The 
valuations for 1880 showed an increase of 
$24,500,000, those of 1881 of $34,000,000. 
In 1882 the increase was $58,500,000, and this 
year it is $45,500,000. Last year there was 
but one ward—the Fourth—which showed 
a decrease. This year there are two— 
the Tenth .and Thirteenth—whose valu- 
ations are below those of 1882. 
Last year three-fourths. of the increase 
was ‘found in four’ wards—the First, 
Twelfth, Nineteenth, and Twenty second. 
This year two-thirds of the increase is due 
to five wards—the First, Twelfth, Nine- 
teenth, Twenty-first, and Twenty-second. 
An average annual increase of $50,000,000 
on the taxable valuation of City real estate 
means the addition of $1,125,000 a year to 
the proceeds of taxes without the addition 
of a fraction to the rate. : This is certainly a 
liberal margin on which to effect needed 
improvements, and could very readily be 
doubled by the application of : something 
like business principles to the salary list of 
City employes. 


MAYOR LOW’S MESSAGE. 
* A year ago Mr. Seta Low took his office 


as Mayor of the city of Brooklyn with a. 


pledge that he would use the extraordinary 
powers then recently conferred to conduct 
the affairs of the city upon a strictly busi- 
ness basis. His Message, delivered to the 
Common Council yesterday, gives an ac- 
count of how he has carried out the pledge, 
and it is of a nature to satisfy those who 
advocated the principle of a responsible 
Executive, and to afford new arguments in 
favor of the application of that principle 
to other municipalities. The problem pre- 
sented to Mr. Low was neither simple nor 
easy. . Brooklyn is a very large city, both in 
extent and in population. It stretches some 
eight miles along the water-front. It has 
some 800 miles of paved streets. Its debt is 
over $42,000,000, of which nearly one-half 
stands for the park and the New-York 
bridge. Its municipal management had, 
previous to Mayor Low’s taking office, been 
of the loosest; responsibility had ~ been 
divided between a number of boards and 
officials; . expenditures had been _ lavish 
and - careless, and the local politics in 
both the parties had been of a petty, 
mean, and corrupting character. . The city 
was at one time the victim of a ring as 
shameless as that of Twrep and in close 
alliance with it, and good, or even decent, 
administration had existed only in spots, 
and had been obtained with the greatest diffi- 
culty and with no security for its contin- 
uance. Since the power of appointment of 


single heads for nearly all departments has’ 


been concentrated in the hands of a Mayor 
specially chosen to exercise it and to super- 
vise the business of the city generally there 
has been a marked change for the better. 


The characteristic of Mayor Low’s Mes- 
sage which will strike any reader is its clear 
and definite way of stating both facts and 
conclusions. It bears the marks of having 
been written from a full and accurate knowl- 
edge and of that grasp of the subject mat- 
ter which a responsible and capable busi- 
ness manager acquires naturally in affairs of 
which he has charge. As tothe mere econ- 
omy of the new method in money expended 
the showing is good, though the greatest 
benefit to the city is in the return for 
the money rather than in saving the 
money itself. The net decrease in the 
debt over the sinking fund during 
the year is $680,69807. The increase 
in the debt for the bridge—which was com- 
pulsory under the statute—was $657,000. 
For so much of the debt as the City Gov- 
ernment fairly controlled there was a de- 
crease of over $1,300,000. In addition, the 
Mayor announces that while ‘‘ there has not 
been a year for many years in which during 
the month of December moneys raised for 
the ensuing year have not been used 
to some extent to pay the bills o 
the year ‘ just ending, * * * this 
year not.a dollar belonging to 1883 has 
been used for the obligations of 1882.’’ The 
question of arrearages of taxation is a vexed 
one for Brooklyn as it is for New-York, the 
trouble arising there as here in large part 
out of disputed assessments. ' Some prog- 
ress has been made in its settlement under 
recent ' legislation, but a‘ comprehensive 
measure, taking the matter up de novo, has 
been prepared under the advice of Mr. Wiz-

't1am M. Evarts, and will be presented to 


the Legislature. 

As to the working of the departments 
under the new system Mayor Low’s report 
is flattering. The Commissioner of Public 
Works has kept the streets as clean as could 
be done with the beggarly $70,000 aliowed 
for the purpose, (including the removal of 
ashes,) and the sewers were never more 
severely tested than during the past year, 
and they have stood the test satisfactorily. 
In the same department, under the admira- 
ble management of the Chief Engineer, Mr. 
Van Buren, 12,000,000 gallons have deen 
added to the daily water supply (5,000,- 
000 gallons in 1882) at a cost of 
only $300,000. The Health Depart- 
ment shows a marked falling off in scarlet 
fever and diphtheria, which may be fairly 
rated among preventable diseases. The Po- 
lice Commissioner has saved enough from 
his appropriation to establish a new sub-pre- 
cinct, and the general tone of the Police 
force is generally acknowledged to have 
been raised. ‘‘ The system of responsibility 
to a common head,”’ says the Mayor, ‘‘ cer- 
tainly has produced harmonious administra- 
tion,’’ and he believes ‘‘thatit has caused 
also increased efficiency and economy.”’ 

Mayor Low makes some important sug- 
gestions as to the future conduct of mu- 
nicipal affairs. He advises that the parks 
be put under the charge of one paid Super- 
intendent. He suggests that the Swedish 
system of excise be adopted, by which the 
sole right to sell liquors within a defined dis- 
trict is sold at auction to the highest re- 
sponsible bidder, by which means the city 
gets for the licenses what they are worth, 
and the licensees are interested in having 
the law enforced. He recommends that 
some measures be adopted by which fran- 
chises conferred by the city may be paid 
for at their fair value., As to the bridge, 
the burden is already so heavy that he ad- 
vises that the least possible be done in that 
enterprise... As to rapid transit, he urges 
that it is the greatest need of the city, and 
that having succeeded in establishing the 
principle that all real damages must be paid, 
prompt measures should be taken to provide 
a mode of . procedure for ascertaining 
and meeting such damages, in order 
that the city . may ~ have . the roads 
which“ would so greatly « benefit . it. 
Finally, he repeats his belief that ‘‘it would 
be greatly in the interest of the city to have 
some system adopted for entrance into the 
subordinate civil service of the city which 
should reduce personal patronage to a mini- 
mum.’’ ‘‘The people,’”’ he adds, ‘‘do not 
recognize to what an extent, in the absence 
of such a system, outside politicians usually 
control and. make and unmake the clerical 
force of the city.” 


THE POSTAL TELEGRAPH. 


- A subject so important as the establish- 
ment of a Government postal telegraph can- 
not be properly dealt with by Congress on 
the basis of so crude a bill as that intro- 
duced by Mr. ANDERSON, of Kansas, yester- 
day. . Mr. ANDERSON’S intentions are ex- 
cellent, no doubt, but his bill shows a lack 
of careful consideration on his part. If he 
has been prompted to take this step by his anti- 
monopolist convictions, he has set about his 
task in the wrong way. The true remedy 
for the evils of private telegraph monopoly 
is not to be sought in the creation of a com- 
peting Government telegraph, for when the 
Government goes into the telegraph business 
it ought to do so not as a competitor for the 
patronage of the public, but as a monopo- 
list itself. The abuses which unregulated 
monopolies put’ upon‘ the people may 
be corrected in other ways. It is not 
necessary for “the Government to 
engage in oil refining because ° the 
Standard Oil Company puts an outrageous 
tax upon the people’s light; nor is it obliged 
to put up telegraph poles and wires to pro- 
tect the people from the tax which Mr. Jay 
GovLp puts upon them to get dividends 
on his watered telegraph stocks. There are 
other ways for accomplishing these desira- 
ble ends. Still, the fact that the telegraph 
system of the country has got into the hands 
of a clique of conscienceless stock gamblers 
furnishes a very strong argument for the es- 
tablishment of a Government postal tele- 
graph. When it becomes apparent that, in- 
dependent of questions of monopoly, a Gov- 
ernment telegraph is desirable, in the inter- 
ests of the public, then it will be time to 
establish it. 

The time when this will be apparent is 
probably approaching very rapidly. Two 
recent events have made the subject one for 
present practical discussion. One is the 
announcement of a surplus in the Post 
Office Department, the other is the passage 
of the Civil Service Reform bill. Now 
that the department has demonstrated its 
ability to make the transportation of the 
mails a self-supporting business there will 
be a greater readiness to intrust the tele- 
graph business of the country to its 
charge, while the sudden conversion 
of Congress and so many of the politicians 
to the wholesome doctrines of reform serves 
as a guarantee that the vast field of appoint- 
ments thrown open by the absorption of the 
telegraph would not be considered merely as 
a fat pasture for gentlemen in the patronage 
line. But it is very evident that Mr. 
ANDERSON has not hit upon the best meth- 
od of establishing a Government telegraph. 
He proposes that the Government shall 
issue $8,000,000 of bonds, the proceeds of 
which shall be employed in constructing a 
main telegraph line from Portland, Me., to 
Topeka, Kan., with branches to all im- 
portant intermediate cities. He would es- 
tablish offices in every Post Office having 
the carrier system in operation, and in 
other offices where the Postmaster would 
give bonds to reimburse the department 
if the receipts fell below the expenses. The 
rate proposed is 25 cents for 10 words and 
25 cents for every additional 10 words, a re- 
duced rate being allowed if made necessary 
by competition. ’ 

Mr. ANDERSON cherishes the illusion that 
after 10 years $300,000 annually could 
be set aside from the receipts to form 
a sinking fund. The probability is that 
the Government lines would be operated at 
a heavy loss from the beginning, and there 
would consequently be no “‘ earnings’ out 
of which Mr. Anprerson’s sinking fund 
could be established. So long = as 
the Government telegraph was lim- 
ited to the principal cities between Port- 
land- and Topeka the private com- 
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panies could keep up a ruinous competition, 
reimbursing themselves by extortionate 
charges on lines to places not reached by the 
Government's, If the express companies 
were allowed to carry letters between Boston, 
New-York, Philadelphia, Washington, Chi- 
cago, aud other great cities, they 
could very quickly drive the Post 
Office Department out of the business 
between those cities by ‘‘cutting rates:”’ 
The reasons which make it necessary 
to give the Government a monopoly in mail 
carrying apply with equal force to the send- 
ing of telegraphic messages. The Govern- 
ment must acquire the entire telegraphic 
system of the country by a single act, or leave 
it in its present hands. The people of the 
country would not care to be taxed to sup- 
port a postal telegraph such as Mr. ANDER- 
SON proposes. 

Provision has been made in section 5,267 
for the purchase by the Government of ail 
telegraph property in the United States. It 
is there enacted that the Government ‘‘may 
for postal, military, orother purposes’’ pur- 
chase the plant of the companies ‘‘ at an ap- 
praised value to be ascertained by five com- 
petent disinterested persons, two of whom 
shall be selected by the Postmaster-General 
of the United States, two by the company 
interested, and one by the four previously 
selected.’”’ We venture to say that if the 
Government should intrust the delicate task 
of appraisal here indicated to five ‘‘dis- 
interested persons’’ thus selected, they would 
find themselves face to face with some knot- 
ty problems. How would it be possible to 
get at the true and fair value of the property 
of the Western Union Telegraph Company ? 
It has a legitimate capital of $40,000,000 
to $50,000,000, which has been ‘‘ watered’ 
up to $80,000,000, and on this inflated val- 
uation it pays dividends, , Yet good judges 
say that another plant in every way as good 
could be constructed for about $25,000,000. 
The = company’s - representatives . would 
maintain that the power to * produce 
dividends * was the ‘true . test. of , value, 
and ,. the -.. Government * would « reply 
that this * principle does . not + apply 
in cases where, by virtue of its monopoly, 
a company charges unreasonable rates for 
its service. To the fifth and supposably 
most disinterested member of the Board of 
Appraisers this difficult question would be 
referred for an answer, and he might not 
be able to give one such as equity would 
require. . The more this rather broad sub- 
ject is considered the clearer it becomes that 
some preparatory legislation must be under- 
taken before Congress directly considers the 
establishment of a postal telegraph. The 
country may demand the system soon, and 
it would be well to get possible obstacles 
out of the way. 


THE ELEVATLD RAILROAD SWIN- 
* DLE. 

* There is a well-grounded suspicion that 
the managers of the elevated railroads of 
this City had other motives for discontinu- 
ing the late trains on the West Side lines 
than those which are avowed. It is not un- 
likely that a stock jobbing intent to freeze 
out the smaller holders of stock may have 
been involved in the performance, and it is 
more than likely that there was a purpose 
to create an impression that the business is 
unprofitable with a view to influencing Legis- 
lative action in regard to fares and taxes. 
There are indications that the effect will be 
quite different from that intended. Not 
only is there a fair prospect that a success- 
ful effort will be made to secure a reduction 
of fares to five cents at all hours, but there 
is a strong probability that a bill will be 
passed compelling the Manhattan Company 
to run all-night trains on all the lines. If 
anything is done with regard to taxation, it 
is not likely that the impudent monopoly 
will receive any special consideration on 
account of its disregard of the wishes and 
convenience of the public. 


It should be clearly understood how little 
ground the elevated roads have for tender 
treatment from the public or the Legislature. 
It will be claimed for them that they cannot 
afford to run all-night trains or reduce their 
fares or bear a heavy burden of taxation be- 
cause of the demand upon.-their revenues to 
meet the interest on bondsand pay a fair div- 
idend upon stock. The plea of their man- 
agers will be based upon the assumption 
that the construction and working of these 
roads has been a legitimate and properly 
conducted enterprise, and that the demand 
upon their revenues is for a legitimate 
return upon capital invested in. them, 
whereas the whole concern has been 
a gigantic swindle from its inception 
to this day. If the roads had been economi- 
cally constructed from capital actually paid 
in by the projectors; if the bonds and 
stock issued had merely represented this 
capital actually paid in and honestly used, 
and if the business had been conducted on 
honorable principles with a view to the full- 
est accommodation of the public, and a fair, 
even a liberal, return on the investment, 
there is no manner of doubt that with fre- 
quent trains at ali hours, with fares at five 
cents, and with a far better equipment and 
management than the present, they would 
be able to pay their just taxes, the interest 
on their bonds, and a good dividend on 
their shares. At all events, if such were the 
situation, they could appeal to the public 
and the Legisiature with some claim to con- 
siderate treatment. 

But the swindling began with the very in- 
ception of the enterprise. Nobody knows 
the precise cost of the structures and equip- 
ment of the roads, but there is no manner of 
doubt that it was fully covered, and it prob- 
ably was more than covered, by the amount 
of bonds alone which were issued. If the 
original stock of the New-York and Metro- 
politan Companies was not wholly fictitious, 
in the sense that it did not represent capital 
actually paid in and legitimately used, it 
was at least largely inflated. The compact 
with the Manhattan and the leases made in 
pursuance of it were a new expansion of 
the machinery for extracting revenue from 
the public, and the Manhattan shares were 
nothing but gas with which the concern was 
inflated, representing not a dollar of in- 
vested capital. The proceedings of 1881, 
whereby the combination was put upon a 
new basis and an effort was made to con- 
solidate it into the Manhattan corporation 
alone, was astock jobbing swindle from first 
to last, out of which the chief operators 
made millions of dollars. Indeed, their 
method of makine money out of the ranid 
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transit system from the first was, and is, by 
manipulation of the stock and swindling 
the public, and not by the earning of 
legitimate dividends on honestly invested 
capital. 

Now, this gang of swindlers has the impu- 
dence to claim the right to regulate the run- 
ning of trains without regard to the accom- 
modation of the public and with a sole view 
to swelling their net receipts, to protest 
against a reduction of fares, and to attempt 
to getrid of the taxes that have been as- 
sessed upon the property which they have 
gambled into their possession and misman- 
aged. The Legislature should utterly dis- 
regard the claims of these men and study to 
adjust requirements as to the running of 
trains, rates of fare, and taxation of the 
roads in accordance with public rights and 
a due regard for the legitimate value of the 
property. The lines should be laid down 
clearly and rigidly, and if the result is to 
bankrupt the bloated combination that is 


now in possession and sweep it out of the 
field, so much the better. 


DELUSIVE BULKHEADS. 


Although the City of Brussels was pro- 
vided with water-tight compartments, she 
sank, asa matter of course, a few moments 
after she was struck by the Kirby Hail. All 
modern steamers are built with water-tight 
compartments, and, as arule, every steamer 
thatis run into by another vessel promptly 
sinks. The water-tight compartments are 
very useful when mentioned in advertise- 
ments, but for all other purposes they seem 
to be practically worthless. 


.- The theory of the inventor’ of water-tight 
compartments was that a ship could be di- 
vided by bulkheads into such a number of 
compartments that any one of them might 
be filled with water without endangering the 
safety of the vessel. * The theory was right, 
but practice of ship-builders is clearly wrong, 
for no sooner is one water-tight compart- 
ment of. a steamer so damaged as to freely 
admit the water than the steamer goes down. 
This failure of ; water-tight compartments to 
secure ; safety must .be due to one of three 
causes: Either. the .compartments are too 
large, or the doors between them are kept 
open, or the water-tight bulkheads are im- 
properly built.. It is probable that in many 
cases all three of these causes have combined 
to facilitate the sinking of unfortunate 
steamers. , 


There is one. bulkhead which frequently 
answers the purpose for which it is designed. 
This is what is called the collision bulk- 
head. .It is placed a short distance from 
the stem of. the vessel,; and incloses a 
space much , smaller: than, that inclosed 
by any other . bulkhead ‘or pair of : bulk- 
heads. , Hence when ; this space is filled 
with ; water, the strain ; upon , the | bulk- 
head “is not; so« great. as“ it » would 
be were the compartment as large as any 
one of the other water-tight compartments. 
Moreover, the collision bulkhead crosses the 
vessel where she is comparatively narrow, 
and it is usually made stronger than the 
other bulkheads for the reason that it is de- 
signed to secure the safety of the ship in 
case of the very probable contingency of 
running into an iceberg or a sunken wreck. 
It is true that the collision bulkhead fre- 
quently gives way, but, on the other hand, it 
has frequently saved vessels that without it 
would have been lost. 


There is no question that the water-tight 
compartments of modern: steamers other 
than the compartment forward of the collision 
bulkhead are much too large. , Every addi- 
tional compartment requires its separate 
hatchway, and access to it for loading and 
unloading can be gained only through the 
hatchway. For this reason ship-owners dis- 
like to cut their vessels up into a dozen or 
more compartments, and content themselves 
with four or six compartments, any one of 
which is so large that when it is filled with 
water either the vessel sinks or the bulk- 
heads give way under the tremendous pres- 
sure. 

The. bulkheads themselves are, seldom 
properly built. They need to be very. thor- 
oughly braced in order to stand the pres- 
sure to which they may be subjected in case 
of disaster, but they notoriously are not so 
braced. : In addition to being too weak, they 
are prone to leak where they join the sides 
of the ship, in consequence of the straining 
to which they are subjected in bad weather. 
It is safe to say that there are very few ships 
in existence the bulkheads of which are 
strong enough to be of any important use in 
case the large compartments which they in- 
close should be filled with water. 


Finally, the practice of cutting doors in 
the water-tight bulkheads not only renders 
them weaker and more liable to break than 
they otherwise would be, but gives an op- 
portunity to careless persons to render the 
bulkheads utterly useless by leaving the 
doors open. On board a ship where a large 
amount of cargo is carried the doors of the 
bulkheads are usually and necessarily closed, 
but on board of vessels carrying passengers 
on the steerage decks these doors are nearly 
always left open for ventilation, and of 
course after a collision has occurred it is 
too late to close them. 


This whole matter of water-tight com- 
partments should be regulated by law. No 
vessel should receive a register that is unpro- 
vided with the necessary number of com- 
partments toinsure her safety. These com- 
partments should be separated by sufficient- 
ly strong bulkheads extending, without 
doors or any other openings, from the keel- 
son to the main deck. It would probably 
be well to require that the whole ship should 
be divided longitudinally by a water-tight 
bulkhead running from stem-post to stern- 
post, thus dividing her into two large com- 
partments, each of which should be after- 
ward divided into smaller compartments, 
By this system not only would the longitudi- 
nal and transverse bulkheads strengthen one 
another, but the number of compartments 
would be so numerous, and the size of each 
so small, that an injury to any one of them 
would not in the slightest degree imperil the 
safety of the ship. The necessary bulkheads 
would not be costly, and the inconvenience 
which they would. cause the men em- 
ployed in loading and unloading would be 
of no consequence in comparison with the 
safety which they would insure to the ship 
in circumstances like those in, which the 
City of Brussels was lost. The company 
which first takes this means of protecting its 
shins will be abundantly repaid by the confi- 


dence with which it will inspire the travel- 
ing public. 
es 

No more striking instance of rapid progress 
in many directions isto be found than the career 
of Judge Cuartes H. Truax, of the Superior 
Court. Two years and a half ago he was 
a struggling lawyer. He was poor, people 
sald, but bright, and. bound to succeed in 
life. The first exhibition -of his brightness 
was an attempt to keep one of his clients in office 
as a Police Commissioner by proeuring an injunc- 
tion to restrain the other Poliee Commissioners 
from recognizing his client’s opponent as their col- 
league. He argued that if there was to be a suit for 
the office it would be better for his client to be 
defendant than plaintiff, and he argued wisely. 
Judge FrerpMan dissolved the injunction, and his 
client has kept quiet ever since, showing an indis- 
position to test his rights in court. But Judge 
Truax has got far beyond that perfod when he 
considers an injunction order an admirable thing. 
He was not in office a year when he had so far ad- 
vanced in legal knowledge that, boldly dis- 
regarding the opinions of such veterans 
as Judges Sepcwick and Sprirn, he dis- 
missed the cases against the Western Union and 
wiped out the injunctions which restrained that 
company from doing what Judges FreepMAN, 
ARNOUX, and Russe.. subsequently declared to be 
illegal. Thus he stands—one Judge against five 
Judges. It remains to be seen how he will stand 
before the Court of Appeals. After the Western 
Union came the - eievated. railroad litigation, 
wherein Judge Trvax found, as ‘a conclusion of 
law,” that the Manhattan Railway Company 
was not insolvent. Having done these things, 
he rested #r a year, and then suddenly 
astonished the legal fraternity by granting the At- 
torney-General, upon a petition net verified by 
that offieer, leave to sue for the dissolution of the 
Mutual Union Telegraph Company. Jay Goup was 
to have been a relator in that suit if Judge ARNoux 
had not set aside the order of leave to sue and 
Judge Barrett had not declared that Jay Goutp 
was not a stockholder of the } Mutual Union. 
Between his elevated railroad decree. and his 
Mutual Union order Judge Trvuax was’ not idle. 
He was setting his house in order. He was pre- 
paring to dispose of his collection of paintings, 
and he did dispose of it at auction. When art 
connoisseurs saw the pictures they marveled, for 
it was evident that while a poor, struggling law- 
yer Judge Truax must have denied himself many 
comforts in order to get money for their purchase.

- The extent and rapid growth of direct trade 
between interior cities and foreign countries is a 
prominent, though little noticed, feature of the 
business of the last fiscal year. Seventeen cit- 
ies , availed themselves of the - privileges of 
the act of 1880... With = the . exception “ of 
Memphis, which is due to local and extrinsic 
causes, every one of the 17 showed an increase 
which is always ‘large in percentage, though 
sometimes not imposing in amount. Thus the for- 
elgn merchandise arriving at Chicago, without 
passing through any sea-port Custom-house, in 1882 
was valued at $6,273,532, against $4,283,243 in 1881. 
At St. Louis the later figures were $2,049,699, and 
the earlier, $1,704,710. The total for 1882 at Pitts- 
burg was $1,693,710, and for 1881, $1,381,166, and at 
St. Louis, $1,283,009, against $524,842. No other 
city shows a seven-figured total, though several 
others show an increase of 100 per cent. or more. 
For all the total was $13,360,066, an increase of 
nearly 45 percent. There are immense possibili- 
ties in a traffic showing such speedy and vigorous 
growth and of a character so well adapted to in- 
crease. The exports, even though shipped direct 
from the interior, are reported by the Custom-house 
as exports from the sea-port. . But the Bureau of 
Statistics states that such exports from Chicago 
amounted to 616,718 tons, valued at $49,320,- 
000. From: St. Louis the, direct exports 
were valued at over $16,000,000. From Minneapo- 
lis there were shipped directly abroad 1,181,322 
barrels of flour, valued. at $8,700,000, and 
every company carrying freight has there 
an agent authorized to grant bills of lading 
through to every country which eats our bread- 
stuffs. Such facts are almost startling. Thanks to 
cotton, the exports of domestic products from 
New-Orleans last year were second only to those 
from this City, and reached the handsome total of 
$71,000,000. But if the fashion of exporting grain 
from interior Customs districts snould grow ac- 
cording to its promise and possibilities there’ will 
be a speedy rearrangement of cities now claiming 
front rank in foreigntrade, amd Boston, San Fran- 
cisco, and Baltimore must yield to Chicago, St. 
Louis, and Minneapolis. Thus, in last November 
the exports of wheat, which might have gone from 
any port, decreased 881,000 bushels compared with 
1881, but the exports of wheat flour, which must 
be largely credited to the mills of Minneapolis, 
showed an increase equal to 1,705,000 bushels of 
grain. Cotton makes up 29 percent. of our total 
exports. Breadstuffs aggregate only 25 per cent., 
but, with provisions (16 per cent.) they make upa 
trade which may be largely redistributed and is 
amply sufficient to give enviable superiority to the 
city which controls it. The primacy of New-York 
is unassailable. It transacts over six times as 
much of the tradp going and coming as any other 
city. But even were it otherwise and the figures 
should show some change, it is consoling to con- 
sider that wherever in the interior the current of 
traffic may start, it must set through the best sea- 


port, andthe commissions of handlers and middle- 


men must remain to line our merchants’ coffers. 
a 


- As County Clerk KEENAN is sick and un- 
able to visit his office, it must be assumed that he 
does not know that a political bureau has been 
opened there, and also that he will order it to be 
closed as soon as he is informed of the fact. The 
County Democracy, which was generally believed 
to have passed out of existenee last Fall, has sud- 
denly reappeared among the living. One of its 
chieftains, having been kicked out of the Coroner’s 
office by Tammany Coroners, has found his way into 
the County Clerk’s office, where he has been nom- 
inally installed in the important place of Law 
Clerk. He isa good-natured person, whose skill 
in casting his lines in pleasant places is not ex- 
celled among politicians. With him personally 
Tue Trxes has no contention, but it insists that as 
a public officer he should discharge the duties of 
hisoffice. He is fortunate in that he is aliotted the 
full salary of his nominal office, while other per- 
sons, who proved their ability and willingness to 
perform the duties of the same office, under other 
County Clerks, but who had small political infiu- 
ence, were obliged to give up part of their salaries 
to ‘“‘leaders,” or the “heelers’ of ‘leaders.’ 
Some excuse might have been found for negligence 
or incompetency on the part of the others, if any 
such negligence or incompetency had appeared, 
but none can be advanced for him when he aban- 
dons his duties as Law Clerk to perform clerical 
functions for his political organization, nor can 
any be given by the Deputy County Clerk, a new 
man in the public service, who sanctions this dere- 
liction. In short, there should not be a nominal 
Law Clerk, The man who is paid by the County 
at the rate of $3,000 a year uniler the title of Law 
Clerk should perform all the duties of that office. 
Political work should be done after his office hours.

At last somebody in Philadelphia has suc- 
ceeded in setting the Schuylkill River on fire. The 
possibility of such an event has long been recog- 
nized by all close observers of the men and 
methods of the metropolis of Pennsylvania, and 
the announeement that the feat has been finally 
accomplished will undoubtedly cause a feeliag of 
gratification entirely unmixed with envy. The 
fact was made known to the editor of the Public 
Ledger by one of the readers of that influential 
journal, who facetiously signs himself “ Pure Wa- 
ter.” Philadelphians will best appreciate the deli- 
cate humor displayed in the selection of this nom 
de plume. According to “ Pure Water,” a boy was 
seen to cut a hole in the ice with his pen- 
knife, and then to cover the hole with his 
finger for a short time. He then lighted a 
match and, removing his finger, applied the match 
to the opening in the ice, when” a bright flame 
about a foot high shot up and continued to burn 
for a short time.”” Upon the receipt of the com- 
munication containing this startling announce- 
ment, a reporter, equipped with a pen-knife anda 
box of matches, was immediately sent from the 
Fublic Ledger office to the frozen Schuylkill. This 
young man instituted a series of experiments with 
a view to substantiating the truth of ‘Pure Wa- 
ter’s” assertion, but, as a matter of course, he was 
rot successful. Nobody ever expected a Philadel- 
phia reporter to set ariveron fire. The reporter 
affirms that the water beneath the ice

and he was informed *by two 

that they had seen a young man on the ice, near 
the Zoological Gardens, the night before, boring 
holes and preducing any quantity of bright flames 
afoothigh. The reporter, apparently chagrined at 
his own bad luck, further asserts that the,Sehuyli 
kill Navigation Company has been drawing the 
water from its upper levels, into which the refuse 
of coal-oil refineries empties, and expresses the 
belief that the boy whose feat is described by. 
“Pure Water” merely set fire to the oil floating 
under the ice. The effeet of this suggestion will 
evidently be to make the people of Philadelphia 
dissatisfied with their drinking-water, and that isa 
result to be deplored. It would have been wiser

Mr. Marsh, thd 
Vice-President of the honorable society, gave them 
a bad example, and, being a kind of Lovelace in 
Boston. induced them, by the promise of more 
beer, to start out again in the middle of the night 
to serenade his lady acquaintances, and thus to 
disturb the slumbers of the solid men of Boston 
during the first hours of the Sabbath. The nizht 
watchmen, alse influenced by Mr. Marsh, usually 
retired in good order at the approach of the fying 
band of musicians, and adjourned to enjoy a quie’ 
nap somewhere far enough from the scene of dis- 
turbance. Sunday mornings the orchestra 
formed in the parlors of Pfaff’s Hotel, * s 
until, one fine Sunday morning, the whole orches- 
tra and all the guests were bagged by the Police, 
and I had great trouble to bail them out anda lib- 
erate them in time for the Monday morning train 
to New-York. 

Boston at that time was called the “Athens” of 
America; and. in fact, there were many wise men, 
pkilosophers, legislators, 

And do you remember. some years after. the sev: 
eral opera companies that could be heard in Bos< 
ton at the old Howard ‘‘and at the Federal-Street 
Theatre’? There were Steffenone, Bosio. Tedesco, 
Salvi, Bettini, Badiali, Marini, in one and the sama 

‘company: and not one of these singers pretended 
to be a “star,”’ nor did the managers present them 
as such, or charge exorbitant prices of admission. 
Still, the Boston public knew how to appreciate 
already at that time a good opera; and the rush 
was such an‘unprecedented one tnat the seats had 
to be put at auction, and brought oa some occa- 
sions $18 each! No city in America ean show such 
a record of musical enthusiasm and liberality. 

And do you remember once at the Howard 
Athenzum, when Mme. Barili-Patti, the mother 
of the Patti sisters, sang the part of Norma. bese 
Amalia Pattias Adalgisa, and Adelina Patti 
as one of the children of Norma? Adelina, then a 
little child, insisted at rehearsal to sing also the, 
music with her mother and sister duriag the duo of, 
“Mira o’ Norma;” and when, after several ad- 
monitions, she would still continue to sing, her iras- 
cible mother took her up, and gave her a reguiar 
os before the eyes of the assembled or- 
chestra and the members of the company. Now 
Adelina Patti receives $4,400 for singing of 
a spanking. 

And do you remember at another occasion of s 
performance of ‘‘ Norma,” sung by Theresa Parod 
and Amalia Patti at the Federal-Street Theatre, 
when the two children of Norma in the same scene 
acted ‘‘so naturally” that Parodi ran off thestaze, 
Amalia Patti fainted, and the curtain had to be 
dropped among the shouting and roaring of the 
audience? 

It would take up too much space to remind you 
of all the accidents and incidents of the many gio- 
rious opera seasons in Boston, or of the merits or 
peculiarities of the singers who from time to time 
appeared in Boston. The list compriees nearly ail 
the celebrities of this country, such as Grisi, Alboul, 
Lagrange, Medori, a. Lucea, Nilsson, Mario, 
Mirate, Mazzoleni, Badiali, Marini, Ronconi, Biachi, 
and others. Perhaps, if you should desire, I may 
return to the subject at some future time, but will 
now close by recalling only a little incident at my 
last visit to Boston, when I concucted the orches- 
tra of,the Pappenheim and Adams Wagner German 
Opera Company. The company had been formed 
witb the intention of producing only Wagner's 
Operas, with the single exception of Meyerbeer’ 
“Huguenots,” which was allowed to be se 
as a side-dish in that Wagnerian feast. Aftertwa 
weeks in Philadelphia and Baltimore, where tha 
success was more flattering to the ambition of tha 
singers than to the expectations of the Treasurer, 
we arrived in Boston. and performed “ Lohengrin, 
“The Flying Dutchman,” and “ Tannhauser” te 
small houses. The compaty was bound to appeal 
in Cincinnati next week, and money was needed t¢ 
carry things further. At a consultation of t 
managers and artists to devise means of relief. 
dared to advise to put “Il Trovatore” on the bills 
tor next Friday, and would guarantee a relief fund 
of $3,000 as the result. Mme. Pappenheim got an 
attack of hysterics after hearing such a sacrilegious 
proposition; the other singers were dumbstrack 
with indignation; but Charles Adams, more practi- 
cal than the rest, said that “virtue might be slight- 
ty sacrificed to absolute necessity,” and ** Trova. 
tore” was announced and piayed the following 
Friday. and breught $3,300 to the treasury. 
the operal went, hat in hand. to Mme. Pappen- 
heim and to each of the singers and asked them 
contribution of $1 each to make up a collection o 
$10 for a ——— musical object. Having 
obtained the necessary sum, and ing hard) 
rressed to tell the object of my collection, I sai 
that “I intend to send a cablezram to Verdi to in- 
form him that his ‘Trovatore’ has saved Pappen- 
heim’s ‘ Wagner Opera Company.’* Mme. Pappen- 
heim would not speak to me for some time for 
playing such a joke on her; but when the same 
stratagem had to be repeated, with the same re- 
sult, in Cincinnati, Chicago, New-Orleans, and 
Memphis, she forgave me, fully agreeing eg 
good manager ought to understand how to bl 
amusement with instruction to satisfy the public.

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“THE CCRS'CAN BROTHERS.” 


Throngs of people witnessed a revival of 
“The Corsican Brothers” at Booth’s Theatre last 


night. All the seats and all the standing-room 
were filled, and the andience showed an 
admirable disposition to find pleasure in the 
performance. Mr. Jobn Stetson, the im- 
pginative and poetic director of the theatre, 
had announced that “The Corsican Brothers” 
would be revived with generous splendor. But 
generous splendor was not conspicuous in this rep- 
resentation, 

The version of the play which was used iast nicht 
ls modeled after the version used in this coun- 
try by that illustrious and sympathetic actor, 
the late Charles Fechter, and differs at certain 
points from the play made by Mr. Dion Boucicault 
from the origina! French drama. The French 
drama was prepared more than half a century ago 

by two persons quite unknown here, MM. 

E. Graupe and Xavier de Montepin. The latter 
is one of the reckless and copious romancers of 
pur time who supply fiction’ by the yard, and with- 
out thoy Lt of its axiomatic immorality, to a Gal- 
lic contemporary, the Paris Figaro. In the 
French play, and in the arrangement of the 
play seen last night, the place of the 
frst act is Paris, and the place of 
the second act is Corsica. In Mr. Boucicault’s 
adaptation the action begins in Corsica and the 
pecond scene is laid in Paris. Mr. Boucicault’s 
adaptation is, it need hardly be pointed out, chiefly 
known among us, for it has been produced on our 
stage by several English and American actors, no- 
ticeably by Mr. Neafie, Mr. Eddy, and Mr. Charles 
Kean. During recent years Mr. Fechter and Mr. 
Henry Irving have identified themselves with the 
characters of Louis and Fabian dei Franchi. 
As to the worth of Mr. Irving's per- 
formance, critical opinion is not at all 
unanimous: but it willbe possible to express a 
direct judgment upon this performance when Mr. 
Irving shall act in our City during next Autumn. 
Mr. Fechter’s performance was, it is well known, 
fali of passion, poetic feeling, spirituality. and ro- 
mantic color. Mr. Neafie—an actor who has retired 
from the stage, and who was exceedingly popular 
atonetimeinthe old Bowery Theatre—performed 
the characters, it is said, with strong melo- 
G@ramatic effectiveners; and many _ robust 
playgoers recall with pecullar interest the 
representation of them given here by Gus- 
tavus V. Brooke. It can be taken 
for granted that most persons who visit the theatres 
are familiar with “The Corsican Brothers.” The 
story of the play may, however, be briefly called 
back to memory. The Corsican brothers are Louis 
and Fabian dei Franchi, who are twins and the 
last children of their noble race. There is 
e strange, spiritual affinity between them, 
a mysterions power whieb binds them togsther 
and interacts upon them in spite of distance that 
separates them. The whole play is, indeed, a some- 
what extravagant and extraordinary illustration of 
spiritualism and spiritual materialization. As there 
are more things in heaven and earth than we can 
tell of with what Mr. Matthew Arnold might call 
“ Incidity,” it is useless, on grounds of any knowl- 
edze, to say much against the seemingly wild 
theories set forth in ‘“* The Corsican Brothers.” 
Louis, in the play, is killed by a profligate noble- 
man, Chateau Renaud. Fabian, through affini- 
ty and with the help of his brother’s ghost, 
yarns that death has come to his brother, and 
makes up his mind to avenge Louis. Ina highly 
theatrieal duel scene he kills Chateau Renaud, and, 
at the end, his heart breaks and he dies. This 
sketch of the play is, of course, as bare as possi- 
ble, for the storv is filled with scenes of melodrama, 
romance and humor, and with contrasted charac- 
ters. Thespirit of the play is weird, sepulehbral, 
picturesque. There is, however, a g00d 
fieal of hollowness in “The Corsican Broth- 
ers,” and the play could hardly be overrated 
by any intelligent observer. But when presented 
amid scenery which charms the fancy and by actors 
who enter vigorously into its movement, it is tolera- 
bly interesting, and it provokes excitement. There 
ls undoubtedly an ideal beauty in fraternal love 
like that cherished by the Franchis, but the devices 
employed to show this love are, after all, cheap 
and objectienabie. The vlay was made for the 
aye, not for the heart and the imagination. 

The scenery which has been arranged for the 
play by Mr. Stetson’s painters failed to charm the 
fancy. It consisted, for the most part, of some- 
what startling and incongruous daubs—heavy and 
vulgar colors and without artistic taste. If Mr.Henry 
Irving's models have been studied by Mr. Stetson’s 
secene-painters Mr. Irving’s models must be ex- 
traordinary. An attempt was made, in the ball- 
room scene, to presenta “variety show;”’ eccentric 
dancers and other gifted persons, burdened more 
or less with genius and other oddities, strove hard 
to make the audience cheerful. They were, at any 
rate, more cheerful than Mr. Charles R. Thorne, 
Jr.. who, as the personator of the Franchi 
brothers, effected his reappearance before our 
public. It is hard to say what Mr. Thorne’s 
conception of the Franchis is. His performance 
lecked artistic sense, sincerity, and courage. It 
was forlornly sentimental, and missed fire at 
every point. Mr. Thorne is, occasionally, a 
good and sirong actor. He has natural 
talent, a certain telling breadth of style, 
aud power. Buthe fails utterly to distinguish the 
false from the true, pathos from whining, col- 
loguialism from naturalism. His speeeh last 
pight was at once strained and tame. His 
gestures were awkward and without elo- 
quence. His quiet colloquialism was altogether 
futile. Itis sure that Mr. Thorne either miscon- 
ceived the characters or that he was out of place 
In them. He acted them, to be perfectly 
frank, as{badly as possible. Mr. Frank Bangs, 
on the other hand, was an admirably 
effective Chateau Renaud. The other parts 
were carefully treated. Mr. Clinton Stuart, 
Mr. Shannon, Mr. Parker, Mr. Lamb, and Miss 
Rig] heiped to form a respectable cast. If this 
revival is to be really popular and interesting, Mr. 
Thorne must put fresh work into his performances, 
and perbaps it would be advisable for Mr. Stetson 
to have some of bis gorgeous scenery repainted.

MISS THURSBY’S THIRD CONCERT. 

The largest audience yet assembled to listen 
to Miss Thursby was present last night at Chicker- 
ing Hall and was well rewarded, fer the concert 
was full of interest and variety, and the pro- 
gramme was, in general, well interpreted. It can- 
not, however, be expected thatin a selection of 23 
sompusitions by 23 composers the attention of an 
tverage audience will not flag. The scheme of the 
voncerts is praiseworthy, albeit there is no 
shronological sequence in the arrangement of 
the programme, and one finds himself now 
listening to the work of an Italian composer of the 
sixteenth certury, and immediately afterward 
brought to the contemplation of a ballad by Dud- 
ley Buck. still, Mr. Strakosch has shown uncom- 
mon energy in arranging his “historical convert 
cyclus,”’ and has certainly afforded an oppor- 
tunity to hear some music entirely unknown 
to concert-geers in New-York. Last night 
Miss Thursby was assisted by Miss Al- 
ma Del Martin, contralto; Mme. Constance 
Howard, pianiste, and Mr. Hansen, baritone. 
Miss Dei Martin has a good voice and made a fa- 
vorable impression, as a young singer who is still 
amateurish in etyle willdo. Mr. Hansen, as usual, 
sang with good taste and expression, though he 
did not arouse any enthusiasm, the quality of his 
voice making this impossible. Mme. Constance 
Howard played her piano solos, as she bas too sel- 
fiom had ap opportunity to do before, with vigor 
and brilliancy. It isapity that this accomplished 
lady does not more frequently appear on the concert 
stage. Her touch is firm and crisp, her study has 
svidently been careful and theugntful, and she 
besitates at no difficulties in the mastery of her 
art. She had a trying ordeal last night in the 
works assigned to her on the programme, and 
played a varied series of piano solos highly credit- 
able to her knowledge and ina manner worthy of 
the reputation she enjoys among those who are 
familiar with her performance. Miss Thursby’s 
singing was, generally speaking, quite as satisfao- 
tory as at the previous concerts of this season. It is 
not to be expected that any one can interpret 
Bqually well in one evening songs of every charac- 
ter and in several languages. Miss Tharsby’s success 
is quite remarkable, and it would be in tbe nature 

of hypercriticism to point out any trifling short- 

tomings. A romance by Deiibes from “ Jean de 

Nivelle’ afforded her an excellent opportunity for 

the display of her best qualities as a vocalist. A 

very charming Greek song, published in a volume 

of these works edited in London, made one wish 
to hear more of these melodic compositions. 

4 brief glance at the collection from which 
































this song was taken shows # number of 
them of graceful and captivating character. Miss 
Thursby was of course received with much ap- 
plause, and evidently had the regard of ber hear- 
ers. The next concert is announced for Thursday 
night. when the receipts will be given tothe fund 
for the relief of the sufferers from the inundations 
in Germany, and on Saturday afternoon the last 
of the series will take place.

THE GRAND OPERA-HOUSE. 

Miss Clara Morris made her reappearance 
last evening as Mercy Merrick, in a dramatization 
of Wilkie Collins's novel ‘‘The New Magdelen,” 
before a very large audience at the Grand Opera- 
house, and she scored an undoubted triumph. 
She was listened to with an interest that 
at times was almost painful in its 
intensity, and in the scenes where the heroine re 
counts her sad story—in this instamce in the light- 
est of whispers—the stillness of the house was 
almost phenomenal. There was, however, no 
lack of appreciation as shown by applause, 
and Miss Morris and her principal colaborers 
were frequently recalled. Mr. Loudon McCormack 
was an earnest and manly Julian Gray, and Miss 
Lilian Eldridge acted well the part of Grace Rose- 
berry.

Mr. Croft, Mr. Mapleson’s representative, was 
asked on what nights Patti would siag, and re- 
plied: “I have received no intimation.” 

“It is reported that she will sing but twice during 
the week.” 

**Well, her contract only calls fortwo perform- 
ances a week, uasless she chooses to sing three 
times.” 

“ Will she sing two evenings or one evening and 
at the matinée?’” 

“I realiy can’t say. Ske is under contract to 
sing twice a week.”’ 

Manager McVicker, when questioned in regard 
to the subject, said: “I know no more about the 
pa. for the opera season than youdo.

Should Mr. Keene himse'f 
come forward, then, perhaps, I may have something 
to say.”’ 

Changing the subject, Mr. Miles informed Mr. 
Barrett that the Board of Directors of the festival 


had decided to produce ** Hamlet,”’ with Murdoch 
in the title rdie.. * Now.” continued Mr. Miles, 
**you know Murdoch is well on in years, and, not 
having played tha part for quite a while, is natur- 
ally anxious about the Horatio, and—" 

“Ab! Iknow what you are coming to,” inter- 
rupted Barrett. *‘ You want me todo Horatio? 
Well, then, say no more about it, for the old man’s 
sake, for yours, and the Dramatic Festival. I will 
gladly undertake it or anything else that may con- 
duce to the success of the ‘fair.’ Remember me 
to my old friend, and say that he need have no 
further uneasiness. for I shall always be at his side 
with the cue and the word.” . 

“ And now, another question,” said Manager 
Miles after he had thanked the distinguished 
tragedian for his generous condescension, “ Will 
you, if called upon, play Benedick ?’ 

«J Will play anything.” answered Mr. Barrett. 

I have pledged myself to you and your Board of 
Directors, and you may do with me as you like, 
and make the most of it, for it is the last festival I 
shall ever take part in, were the price offered a 
million of dollars.”

ENGINEER MELVILLE’S WIFE. 





| A PAINFUL STORY OF DOMESTIC INFELICITY 
TOLD BY THE JEANNETTE’S ENGINEER. 
PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 8.—Nearly two car- 
loads of persons disembarked from the train at 
Media at 10 e’clock this morning. most of whom 
came from Sharon Hill, the home of Chief-Engi- 
neer Meiville’s family. Most of them were to 
be witnesses in the Delaware County Court 
in the habeas corpus proceedings brought by 
| Melville to recover from his wife the custody of 
his children. Judge Futhey, of West Chester, took 
@ seat beside Judge Clayton, and remained for 
some time during the hearing. Thereturn to the 
writ covered 10 pages, and spoke in severe terms 
of the conduct of Melville. After a counter- 
statement, traversing generally and specifically 
the allegations in the return, had been presented 
and filed, Melville took the stand. Oneof the 


counsel for Mrs. Melville objected to the 
oath being administered to the intended 
witness on the ground that he did 
not believe in God and aA future 
state of rewards and punishments. Melville 
was placed on his roir dive. and said that thouch 
possibly. for the sake of argument, he had denied 
the existence of God, he had the usual religious 
convict ons and observed the sanctity of an oath. 
The court directed the witness to be sworn. 

He testified that he had been in the Navy since 
1861, and that during the three years he was 
absent with the Jeannette expedition he had al- 
lowed his wife $90 a month and the use of the house 
at Sharon Hill. During the last 13 months his wife 
had succeeded in drawing an additional $50 a 
month. On his return from Siberia he discovered 
that he was $1,500in debt for bilis contracted and 
money borrowed by his wife. The troubles with bis 
wife began in 1869, when his family was living in 
Bristol and he wasserving on the Penobscot, he 
then receiving notice of a number of debts she had 
contracted. On his return from that voyage, he 
paid as many of the bills as he could, and gavo his 
wife $:00 in gold. When about to sail in 
the Tacomie, he gave his wife $50 to pay a bill of 
Dr. McArthur, and afterward received a letter 
from'the Doctor threatening him with disgrace in 
the Navy if the bill was not paid at once. The wit- 
ness went on to say that he had not cohabited with 
his wife since 1879. As far back as 1877, on his 
arrival home after a long absence, his wife told 
him she had been accused by the neighbors of 
being addicted to drink and asked him if he 
would believe it. *‘*No,” said he, ** not until 
I see a proof of it.” One Sunday morning after- 
ward, as his wife attempted to caress him, he de- 
tected the smell of liquor on her breath, He told 
her to go away, and afterward found her in bed. 
On another occasion, when she met him on his re- 
turn from a trial trip, she fell down in the street 
from intoxication and had to be assisted home. 

Referring to the public reception at his home en 
the night he reached it after his return from the 
Jeannette expedition, he said that when he 
reached home he was met at the door by his 
eldest daughter, Maud. who threw her arms 
around his neck and kissed him. Taking his 
two younger ehildren in his arms, he entered 
the, house in search of his wife, whom he 
found in the dining-room with her hair disheveled 
and her whole appearance indicating a disordered 
mind and body. “Are you glad to see me, 
George ?” were here first words, to whieh Melville 
testified he replied no, he wasn’t, as he con- 
cluded from her speech and manner that 
she was drunk or crazy. Her response 
was: “Well, itisall over; go out and see your 
friends.” The witness was tired and disgusted 
with the crowd eating and drinking in the dining- 
room, and leaving the house he jumped over the 
fence and went away in the sone that the people 
would disperse. Returning in an hour, he closed the 
house and went up to the chamber he had former! 
occupied and refused to occupy the same couc 
with his wife. She said: ‘‘Don’t disgrace me, 
George.” To which Melville testified that he re- 

lied: “Disgraee be d—d; there is more disgrace 
ere than I have ever seen before, and the crowd 
of people who assembled to do me 
honor have witnessed my dishonor.” Melville 
retired to the parlor, where he testified his wife 
followed him, threatening to shoot him and the 
children and set fire to the house and end it all in 
smoke. He then went over the st ry of her com- 
mitment tothe lunatic asylum at Norristown, with 
the miserable details of which the public are al- 
ready familiar. . 

On cross-examination Melville admitted that dur- 
ing the past 12 or 14 years he might have threat- 
ened to get a divorce when he felt overwhelmed by 
the weight of his grievances. 

Dr. W. Fisher Longstreth, who gave the certifi- 
cate on which Mrs. Melville was committed, and 
Mary Bennett, a servant, testified to having seen 
the lady intoxicated. 

Mrs. Melville was in court looking very pale and 
delicate, but was perfectly rational and self-pos- 
sessed, and looked like anything but a woman ad- 
dicted to drink. She won the sympathy of every 
one but the hostile witnesses by her lady-like be- 
havior. ‘The hearing will last several days.

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| CHiCAGO MARKET FEATURES. 





SHORTS AFRAID OF BEING CORNERED IN 
PROVISIONS AND CORN, 

Cricaco, Jan. 8.—The leading produce mar- 
kets were generally active and irreguiar to-day, 
All were stronger early, then fell back sharply, 
but closed at an advance on Saturday’s latest 
prices. The shorts were afraid of being cornered 
in provisions anicorn. The annual election of the 
Board of Trade occurred to-day. That event is 
usually marked by a reduced volume of tracing, 
but there was this time an exception to the rule. 
Provisions were active and strong during the first 
half hour, with very little “snap” in the deal 
after that. Pork advanced 5 to 10 cents, April, 
and fell back, closing 2% cents higher on 
May and 2% cents on the nearer futures above the 
prices of Saturday. Lard advanced 10 cents, and 
the improvement was nearly maintained at the 


close. Meats were 5 cents higher on futures and 
124% cents higher on hams and shoulders. Hogs 
were called 5 ceuts higher on a smaller supply than 
had been expected by some, and there was an ill- 
defined fear that a local magnate has been quietly 
loading up with May pork and Jard for a fortnight 
past, which may mean trouble to those on the 
short side of the deal. A good many orders to 
cover sherts were filled early, and some of this 
stuff was afterward put out again when it was 
found that the market did not goupas expected. 
There was a good export demand for meats, but 
mostly on the basis of lust week’s prices, and they 
could not be filled on the advances. 

Wheat was more active and stronger. The mar- 
ket advanced about 1 cent, tell back 44 cent, and 
closed 3g to 44 cent above the latest prices of Sat- 
urday. Our receipts showed some increase, but 
they were not large, and the upward movement in 
corn was sufficient reason for higher prices in 
wheat, though outside orders were few in number. 
The trading in futures was more largely for 
May than heretofore, a good many shorts being 
filied in, andjsome folks guessed that the market is 
now nearly evened up. One firm filled up about 
600,000 bushels;before 12 o'clock, and there was not 
much done after that. The demand for car lots 
was only moderate, buyers being unwilling to pay 
much more than on Saturday. They advanced 44 
cent to | cent, the outside on the lower grades. It 
was said to-day that Western flour is now beine 
offered in the British Isles nearly 20 cents per 100 
ae more cheaply than it can be made by Eng- 
ish millers from American wheat. Hence the 
sma)l export demand forthe grain. On the aiter- 
noon call the market was about 14 cent higher. 

Corn was active and uncertain, but at a higher 
range. The market for this month advanced 344 
cents, and fell back % cent, closing 24% cents 
higher than om Saturday. Mav advanced % cent. 
and closed 5 cent higher. February ad- 
vanced 1% cents, and closed at an improve- 
ment of 1% cents. Our receipts were some- 
what larger. (chiefly on the lower grades.) 
but St. Louis was quoted strong, and there 
was a fear that January corn will be subjected to 
& squeeze. Under this impression there was a vig- 
orous filling of shorts early, which advanced prices 
enough to stipulate a call for margins on this 
month’s, contracts. This woke up “a certain 
man” on the short side of the deal into 
threatening to call a committee to fix 
the value of the property for marginal purpeses, 
and that appears to have been the eignal fora 
free unloading by some longs who did not want to 
get into such a tangle with January 2 cents above 
May and J1 cents above mixed. There isreason to 
think that the unloading was partly on a house 
which is now longerthan it calculated on being, 
though a good deal of buying was done by the 
shorts. There was more doing for February than 
heretofore, and May was relatively steady. The 
demand for car lots was good early In the day, but 
buyers held off for concessions when futures 
weakened, about noon. Oo the afternoon call the 
market was \éto 34 cent lower.

Sound native wheats fetch ex- 
treme rates; the damp sort is neglected. The 
country flour arriving is in a very unsatisfactory 
condition and cheaper, while choice sorts are firm. 
Foreign breadstuffs were very quiet; the sales 
were restricted. The stocks of wkeat and flour 
are very Jarge; the pressure of foreign flour Is be- 
coming an incumbus on the milling trade. Maize 
continues to decline. Barley has been very quiet. 
Cargoes off-coast have been rather steadier, but 
only in slight request. There were five fresh ar- 
rivals and six sales; five were withdrawn and five 
remain, all American; about a dozen cargoes are 
due this week. The forward trade has been firm, 
with a fair business in Californias and Oregon. 
The sales of English wheat during the past week 
were 28,468 quarters at 40s. 7d. per quarter, against 
84,020 quarters at 44s. 9d. for the corresponding 
period last year.”

ARRESTED FOR A LIBEL. 


A NEW-HAVEN MERCHANT BROUGHT TO 


THIS CITY ON A REQUISITION. 
A detective brought to this City and lodged 
in a cell at Police Head-quarters last evening 
George Isaacs, a merchant of New-Haven, 


Conn. In January of Jast year’ cer 
tain unpleasant statements. regarding the 
wife of George Isaacs and Col. Fuller, of | 
Bayonne, N. J., were published in a news- 
paper of this City. Isaacs at that time 
was in business here. After the  publica- 
tion of the article concerning his wife, 


Isaacs employed a young man named Harry 
Enton to cireulate copies of the paposor in 


which {it was printed in the vicinity of 
Cel. Fuller's residence in Bayonne. Col. 
Fuller proved that the statements were 


untrue, and took steps to get satisfaction for the 
slander. Two detectives were put on the case. 
They found Harry Enton in Brooklyn, and arrested 
him on Noy. 29. He was taken to Bayonne ona re- 
quisition issued by the Governor of New-—Jersoy. 
Enton informed the authorities that Isaacs had 
hired him to distribute the papers, and he 
was released on bail. He returned to 
this City and went before the Grand Jury, 
where he gave testimony on which the Grand Jury 
found an indictment against Isaacs for libel. Two 
other detectives were detailed to find Isaacs. 
They ascertained that he had sold out his 
business here, and had settled in New-Haven. A 
requisition was obtained, and one of the officers 
started for New-Haven on Sunday night. He 
found his man yesterday, arrested him, and re- 
turned with the prisener last evening. Isaacs will 
be taken to the District Attorney’s office and 
thence to court te-day.

All the stores have been 
closed and business of every character suspended, 
The disease broke out there some months ago, and 
whole families are stricken down, and the peuple 
are much demoralized, fleeing from the neigh- 
borhoed, leaving homes and their friends who 
have the disease. Several physicians have died 
and those living have no power over the fatality of 
the disease. The county authorities sent to Louis- 
ville for an expert small-pox physician. and after 
he had worked without ehecking the spread of the 
disease or its fatality, his services were dispensed 
with. Dr. Stephens formerly lived at this town, 
and says: “Jt is an out-of-the-way place. and hard- 
ly any one there is ever vaccinated, and I believe 
this is the cause of the fatal nature of the disease.”

AN INSOLENT CORPORATION 


JHE PEOPLE AROUSED BY INSULT 
AND OUTRAGE. 

@ STORM GATHERING WHICH WILL TEACH 
JAY GOULD AND OTHER ELEVATED ROAD 
MANAGERS TO RESPECT POPULAR RIGHTS. 

The continued policy of the Manhattan Ele- 

tated Railroad Company to tyrannize over the peo- 
ple of this City, for whose accommeéation alone 
the valuable franchise which it now holds was 
piven it by the Legislature, without requiring from 
it any money compensation, isawakening a feeling 
pf resentment and just indignation among our citi- 
zens, which is likely to result, as such popular feel- 
ings generally do result, in action which will show 
to Mr. Jay Gould and his fellow-Directors that they 
cannot trample upon the rights of the people with- 
out paying the penalty. The last outrage of dis- 
continuing the trains on the Metropolitan Road 
after midnight seems likely to prove the straw 
which will break the camel's back, and already 
mutterings of the storm which is about to gather 
over the head of this insolent corporation can be 
distinctly heard in the near distance. 

“That a public servant, which the Manhattan 
Company assuredly is in the eye of the Jaw, should 
set up the plea that it does not pay to serve its 
masters at certain hours, and on that ground re- 
fuse service, while at the same time it is reaping a 
large financial harvest during the otner nours of 


the day,” said a prominent down-town banker yes- 
terday, ‘is certainly a curious thing, and, to speak 
plainiy, it is an impudent assumption of an au- 
thority which no corporation of the nature of the 
elevated railroad possesses. These roads were 
nuthorized for the convenience of the people, and 
not for the enriching of a few men who are already 
burdened with wealth. it is right and just, of 
pourse, that the men who own them should realize 
& fair profit on their investment, and they are 
realizing, as everybody knows, an enormous inter- 
est on the money actually invested. Supposing tne 
cight trains do not pay a hundred per cent. on 
the cost of running them, or supposing even that 
they do not pay expenses, is that any reason why 
the great number of men whose, business keeps 
them from home late at night should be deprived 
of the right to rapid transit and warm cars when 
their work isdone’ But it is not a fact that the 
night trains did not pay expenses. With the 
Bmall salaries paid to the employes on these cars, 
it would require comparatively a small number of 
passengers at 10 cents apiece to pay the expense of 
runcing the trains, and everybody who has ever 
traveled on a night train on the West Side knows 
that they receive a fair amount ef patronage. The 
fact is that this corporation is so grasping that it is 
anwilling to accommodate the public at all, unless 
it can see an immediate money return of 100 or 200 
per cent. If the surface roads, with 5-cent fares, can 
nfford to run night cars, the elevated roads, with 10- 
pent fares and their superior facilities for attracting 
passengers, can anaes, afford to doit. One good 
result, however, seems likely to spring from this 
putrage. Our Assemblymen are aroused at last to 
the necessity of forcing the roads by law to give us 
what they refuse to give us willingly and gracious- 
ty, In all probability ihis last outrage will result in 
the passage, not only of a law reauiring the Man- 
battan Company to run night trains on all its lines, 
but of another reducing the fare to 5 cents at all 
hours. This is the only way toreach such men as 
Gould and his fellows, and it is the last resource to 
which an injured and insuited people must appeal.”

THE MERGER AGREEMENT. 
ARGUMENTS MADE YESTERDAY FOR AND 
AGAINST ITS VALIDITY. 


Argument in the suit brought by the Metro- 
politan Elevated Railroad Company and Sylvester 
fi. Kneeland against the Manhattan Railway Com- 
pany and the New-York Elevated Railroad Com- 
pany was beard by Judge Barrett, in Supreme 
Court, Chambers, yesterday, upon a motion to con- 
tinue an injunction restraining the defendant from 
enforcing or carrying into effect what is known as 
the “merger agreement.”’ This suit was adjourned 
from last week. Gen. Francis C. Barlow appeared 
for the Metropolitan Company and Mr. Kueeland, 
and David Dudley Field was present as counsel 
for the defendant companies. An affidavit made 
by Mr. Kneeland in reply to the affidavit made by 
Mr. McWilliams last week was presented to the 
court by Gen. Barlow. Mr. Kneeland stated in his 
nfidavit that more than two of the Metropolitan 
Directors voted against the merger agreement. In 


support of bis statement he produced a copy of 
the minutes of the meeting at which that agree- 
ment was considered. 
, In an extended argument against the validity of 
the merger agreement, Gen. Barlow took the 
ground that the Directors 0: the respective corpo- 
Tations were without authority of law to m«ke 
such an ugreement without the consent of the 
shareholders. it was claimed that the shareh: ld- 
ers bed never given their consent. The 
law of 1879 says: “The two _ corporations 
shall make the terms and conditions,’ aod 
the counsel claimed that the shareholders 
Were the corporations. Authorities were cited 
to show that the power of Directors is limiied to 
the ordinary business transactions of the corpora- 
tion, and that radical changes cannot be made 
Without the consent of the shareholders. Gen. 
Bariow quoted as follows from a judicial decision: 
“ It is possible thet there may have been no actual 
fraud and the contract could not have been let on 
better terms, but the principle of law applicable 
to such a contract renders it immateria!, under 
the circumstances of this case, Whetber there has 
been any fraud in fact or any injury to the com- 
Dany. Fidelity in the agent is what is aimed at, 
and,as a means of securing it, the law will not 
permit the «gent to piace bimself in a situation ia 
Which be may be tempted by bis own private 
interest to disregard that of his principal.” 
The counsel maintained that in the matter of the 
merger agreement the actual interests of many of 
the Metropoiitan Directors in the Manhattan Com- 
pany would be enough to make the agreement 
void. ‘that Jay Gould refrained from voting, and 
that Messrs. Navarro, Porter, and Garrison were 
absent. did not, in his opinion, affect the force of 
the fact that their personal interests were bostile 
to the Metropoliten Company. The merger agree- 
* ment. it was also claimed, was void because the 
Manhattan Company was not a lessee, and only a 
lessee company could enter into a merger. ‘The 
agreement was likewise invalid because the law 
pnly contemplated the merger of two companies, 
not of three or thirty. 

David Dudley Field, of counsel for the Manhat- 
tan Company. in beginning his argument. said that 
he woulu start with the validity of the five agree- 
ments, (three made in May, 1879. and two made in 
Dectober, 188i.) Assuming all of those agreements to 
be legai, the question arose as to whether the mer- 
ger agreement was illegal. It had been claimed 
that the Directors of the corporations interested 
had no power to enter imto such an agreement. 
Mir. Field claimed that the laws of this State in- 
vested the Directors of any corporation with such 
powers. He argued that the merger agreement 
virtually went no further than the October agree- 
ments. and yet it had been admitted in court that 
the Directors of the companies had the power to 
enter into the latter agreements. By the laws of 
this State the Directors were empowered to repre- 
sent and act for the corporations, tne stockholders 
had nosuch authority. The speaker maintained 
that there was ne rule of law. either in this 
country or in England, that prohibited con- 
tracts or agreements between two corpurations 
being made by Directors who were Directors 
in beth corporations. It would be absurd, he 
tlaimed, to attempt to establish any such principle. 
Directors were the creatures of stockhoiders, and 
if the fact that the same men happened to be Di- 
rectors in two or more corporations was to prevent 
those corporations from contracting with each 
bther theu there would have to be a radical refor- 
@ation in the railroad system of the country. Mr. 
field thought it scarcely worth while to answer 
the objection that the Manhattan Company was 
pot the lessee of the Metropolitan Compuny, be- 
Pause the law of 1839 authorized only a traffic 
agreement. He said that this objection amounted 
to nothing under the present laws. The 
matter h been adjudicated by the courts 
kod settled. As for the allegation that the statute 
did not authorize the merging of more than one 
corporation into another, Mr. Field said it was true 
that t.¢ consolidation act prohibitea the consoli- 
dation of competing roads, but the merger agree- 
ment was no. under the consolidationact. and the 
failroads concerned were not competing roads. 
The argument of opposing counsel that the merger 
agreement was void on its face because it did not 

rovide forthe rights of the creditors and share- 

idersof thetwo lessor roads was met by the 
declaration that such provision was unnecessary 
in this particular agreement, as the genera! laws 
provide that the rights of shareholders or creditors 
of a corporation shall not be affected by any agree- 
ment, sale, or lease. 

Judge retttook the papers and reserved his 


decision.

LEFT ON THE REAR PLATFORM. 

@EORGE F. FISHER’S SUIT AGAINST THE ELE- 
VATED ROAD FOR $10,000 DAMAGES, 

The trial of the suit of George F. Fisher 
against the Metropolitan Elevated Railroad Com- 
pany and the Manhattan Elevated Railway Com- 
pany for $10,000 damages, was begun in Supreme 
Court, Circuit, Part I., before Judge Lawrence, 
yesterday. The plaintiff was present with his 
counsel and Robert E. Deyo appeared for the ele- 
Vated companies. Mr. Fisher is Registrar of the 
Columbia College School of Mines, and he resides 


at No. 829 Fourth-avenue. The circumstances 
whi, led to this suit are as follows: Mr. Fisher, 
accompanied by a lady friend, ascended to the 
Franklin-street station of the Metropolitan Ele- 
Vated Road on the evening of Dec. 5, 1879, 
and efter buying and depositing two tickets 
the box awaited the arrival of 

an up-town train. They were at the 
lower end of the platform when the train stopped 
&t the station, and both stepped upon the rear 
Plattorm of the last car. ‘ibe train started at 
ce, atid Mr. Fisher found that the car door was 
vked. He and his companion were therefore 
tompelled to remain on the platform. They ex- 
‘pected to be able to relieve themselves from the‘r 
uncomfortable position at the next station, but 
when the train stopned at Grand-street the rear 
atform of the jast car was several feet away 
Trem the station platform. Strangely enough this 


thing happened at all of the stations up to 
Furg-secoud i atreet, Mr, Fisher and his triend 


had intended to go only as far as Twenty-third- 
street, but the gentleman was unable either to 
gain admittance to the car or get off the train. 
At Forty-second-street Mr. Fisher broke the pane 
of glass im the car door, and by aid 
of some ef the passengers opened the door 
and enabled his lady friend to enter thecar. Seek. 
ing the conductor of the train, he remonstrated 
with him for not having opened the door. The 
conductor had Mr. Fisher arrested, and he was 
detained at the Police station for some time before 
ne was discharged. His arrest was upon &@ com- 
laint of disorderly conduct, the conductor elaim- 
ng that in getting upon the rear platform of a car 
he violated the rules of the company, and that his 
attempts to pull the bel!l-rope and his breaking of 
the window were “ boisterous” conduct. Mr. 
Fisher told his story on the witness stand yester- 
day, and the trial will proceed to-day. Messrs, 
Fiero, Chittenden & Fiero represent the plaintiff. 


“TOMMY” SHERIDAN’S SEAT. 
Be 
THE MEMBER FOR GOWANUS DEFENDING 
HIS POSITION. 

The Assembly Committee on Privileges and 
Elections met at the Fifth-Avenue Hotel yesterday 
and heard a portion of the testimony in the case of 
Michael J. Coffey, who contests the right of 
Thomas J. Sheridan to the seat in the Assembly he 
now holds as a representative from the Fifth Dis- 
trict of Kings. T. C. E. Ecclesine and James Troy 
appeared for the contestant, and Samuel D. Morris 
and Thomas E. Pearsall for the sitting member. 
The claim of the former is that there was a mis- 
count of the yotes in the Third Election District of 


the Twelfth Ward, which constitutes the Fifth As- 
sembly District. The returns gave Sberidan 216 
votes and Coffey 254. Tne counsel for Mr. Sheri- 
dan say the returns are correct, and allege that 
the ballot-box had been tampered with between the 
time it left the Canvassers of the district and 
reached the Eleventh Precinct Station-house. 

Edward Cahill, the firat witness, a Police officer 
of the Eleventh Brooklyn Precinct, who sealed the 
ballot-box containing the votes for Assembly and 
took it to the precinct station-house, testified that 
he had bet Mr. Coffey would carry that particular 
district. He alone bad the box in his custédy, and 
five minutes after he left the polling-place he had 
deposited the box in the station-house. The label 
showing the time at which he left the polling-place 
was not altered while the box was in his possession, 
por was the box tampered with. During the night 
be saw Mr. Coffey, but asserted that this was after 
he had deposited the box at the station-house. 
After the canvass Alderman Donovan announced 
that Mr. Coffey bad carried the district by 52 ma- 
jority. Johm Oates, the officer on duty with Cahillin 
the district in question, substantiated Cahill’s story 
as to the performance of his official duties. The 
wituess testified that in the canvass of the vote it 
was found that there were two more ballots in the 
box than the poll-list called for. Two ‘ballots 
were then drawn out and destroyed. Capt. Reilly 
testified that the Assembly baliot-box in question 
was delivered to him properly sealed at 2:44 A. M., 
Nov. 8 After receiving the box he received a re- 
quest from the Buard of Canvassers to return the 
box to them for a recount, a request he refused to 
comply with. On cross-examination the witness 
stated that Cahill, the officer who had the box in 
charge, was a fair officer, but he was one whom 
he woulé not fully trust. In his opinion Cabill had, 
while under oath answering charges made against 
him. proved himself to be untruthful and unreliable. 

“ Was he an officer you would trust to handle 
ballot-boxes in ease you were a e¢andidate for 
office?’ asked Mr. Morris. 

“ I should be very careful who I trusted under 
such circumstances. He was detailed to the duty 
because he had done it before. and the seals and 
keys tothe boxes were intrusted to his care for the 
election district in question.” 

The counsel for the sitting member, Mr. Sheri- 
dan, conceded that the box had been properly 
cared for after it was placed in the hands of Capt. 
Reilly. Then, at the request of the committee, 
Mundy Schlessinger, one of the canvassers in the 
district where the alleged mistake was made, was 
called, and testified that during the count the out- 
siders got behind the table, and an officer had to 
wzern Alderman Donovan to keep away from the 
table where the counting was in rogress 
and to let the ballots alone. He also _tes- 
tified that the Chairman of the Board of 
Canvassers drew two tickets from the Assembly 
box and threw them away because the number of 
votes exceeded by two the number of names on 
the poll-list. When the returns were sent to the 
Police station he was convinced that the record of 
yotes was correct. When, however, Mr. Coffey 
came into the polling-place and complained that 
he had not received votes enough in that district, 
he thought that a mistake had been made. and so 
he, with the other canvassers, agreed to send back 
to the Police s:ation to get the Assemoly box for 
the purpose of a recount. They talked about the 
matter and concluded that some of the ballots for 
Mr. Coffey had been counted for Mr. Sheridan by 
mistake. The witness testified that he voted for 
Mr. Coffey. Witne s refused to sign the returns to 
the County Clerk rejative to the vote for Assembly- 
man until compelied to do so by mandamus. 
He then created a decided sensation by tes- 
tifying that Assemblyman-elect Thomas J. 
Sheridan met him one evening shortly after elec- 
tion in “Gus” Breeden’s saloon and offered him 
$25 if be would sign the returns to be sent to the 
County Clerk's office, $5 to be paid down then and 
the balance when the signiture was attached to 
this paper. The witness refused to accept the 
proffered money. He further testified that Mr. 
Sheridan called for pen, ink, and paper, which the 
proprietor of the saloon furnishea, and wrotea 
receipt for witness to sign. He refused to do this, 
and Mr. Sheridam then tore up the paper. 

Assemblyman Thomas J. Sheridan then testified 
at his own request and denied that he made auy 
offer of money to Schlessinger. His version of the 
story was that on the evening in question he was 
in Taylor's saloon, on Vao Brunt-street. when a 
boy came in and informed him that Schlessinger 
wanted to see him in Breeden's saloon, which is on 
Van Brunt-street, between William and Tremont. 
He went there, and the two had a drink. 
Then Schlessinger said he was bard up 
and had his rent to pay and other bills 
that he could not meet. He said he 
wanted to make something out ef the troubles in 
the district, and offered to sign the returns which 
he had refused tosign on the receipt of $25. The 
witness told Schiessinger tLat he had been honest- 
ly elected, and that it was his (Schlessinger’s) duty 
tosign the returns,and declined topay him for 
dving so. He denied that he had sent for or re- 
ceived any pen, ink, or paper frem Breeden while 
in company with Schlessinger. On the cross-exam- 
ination all the description he could give of the boy 
who had summoned him to Schlessinger’s was that 
he was 12 years old, elim built, and light complex- 
ioned. He said he had never seen the boy before, 
and badn’t seen him since, but would find him if 
possible. 

This testimony was evidently a surprise to all the 
counsel as well asto the committee,and Mr.Coffey’s 
counsel asked for and obtained a subpena for 
Augustus Breeden, in whose saloon the transaction 
between the two parties occurred. After granting 
this and signing some subpoenas in blank for Mr. 
Sheridan’s use, the committee adjourned to meet 
at the Fifth-Avenue Hotel on Friday morning at 10 
o’clock, when the Connoliy-Lindsay case will be 
heard and a decision as to the power of the com- 
mittee to open ballot-boxes and recount votes will 


be given.

A FORGER CAPTURED. 

A professional thief, forger, and shop-lifter, 
known to the Police as Al Wilson, whose picture 
is in the Rogue’s Gallery, was arrested «n Sunday 
on several charges of forgery.

Buffalo, and, under the name of James ‘i’. Watson, 
hired an office on the Centra] Wharf, which he 
fitted up in fine style.
